ROOSEVELT FIELD, L.-I.; Nov. 
27.—A giant four motored thirty; pas- 
sénger Fokker transport, the largest 
passenger land plane ever built in 
America,.ripped:through the .house, 
tops of & whole neighborhood this 
afternoon..and..finally crashed into 
the side of. the. home of. Arthur 
Wicks on Jamaica Boulevard, in the 


village of Carle Place, a scant ‘half 


mile from,this field. 

No otie..was killed although a 
dozen small children were playing in 
the street and about the houses 
when the accident happened. The 
pilot, S. Marshall Boggs,. Depart- 
ment of Commerce inspector, on 
leave, and Harry McDonald, Fokker. 
mechanic, the only persons in‘ the 
plane, escaped miraculously.. 
were slightly burned and Boggs re- 
ceived two slight leg fractures, 4 

Fire started almost immediately! 
The Wicks home was destroyed and 
the home of Joseph De Biever, next 
door, was burned beyond repair. The 
plane also was destroyed. 

In addition, the plane. did other 
damage in its disastrous half mile 
flight. It snapped off a heavy 
télegraph pole on the Long Island 
Railroad, tore through the wireless 
aerial behind the home of John,

the houses involved, ‘on Jamaica 
Boulevard, cut the chimney and part 
of the peak from the home of Julio 
Fortoul, .next door and crashed its 
way through another chimney rip- 
ping off a large section of the roof 
of the third. house in that row, the 
homé ‘of Joseph Centori, 
Woman Saves Baby. 

Fortunately, there was no one in 
the Wicks house when the plane 
struck. The three Wicks children, 
all under 7, were playing. across the 
street and Mrs. Wicks was calling 
on Mrs. De Biever, The two women 
heard the, plane and had just re- 
marked that it was flying very low 
when the h came. Mrs. Wicks 
rushed outjscreaming, seeking her 
children, De Biever’s 2-year-old 
boy, Joseph, was asleep upstairs. 
She rushed jup for him and in that 
brief inte she found flames creep- 
ing up the side of the house. Her 
other boy, arles, aged 5, was play- 
ing outside ahd a moment later the 
two mothers and their children were 
reunited in a garage a@ block away.

For the first titfie in twelve years 
dahlias, usually killed by frost be- 
fore election day, and chrysanthe- 
mums, will bloom together out- 
doors on Thanksgiving Day at the 
New York’ Botanical Garden in 
Bronx. Park, . A. remarkable per- 
sistent Indian Summer, according 
to Kenneth R. Boynton, head gar- 
dener, is the reason for this. 

Other Thanksgiving Day features 
at the garden will be the annual 
display of chrysanthemums in the 
greenhouses, where more than 150 
varieties are shown, many for the 
first time. Outdoors there is the 
collection of shrubs with many-col- 
ored berries. 

Percy Wilson, associate curator 
of the Botanical Museum, says that 
the unusually large variety of ber- 
ries has attracted and kept in the 
city thousands of birds that usually 
fly South at this season. These re- 
pay whatever damage they do in 
eating berries by spreading seeds 
over the 400 acres of the garden.

Federal Judge: Woodrough of 
Omaha Says Seeing, Hearing, 
‘Smelling Are Not Enough. 














DISMISSES 2 INDICTMENTS 





‘He, Asserts Rights of Citizens 


Are ‘More Important Than 
“Easy Enforcement.”

OMAHA, Neb., Nov. 27.—Federal 
prohibition agents cannot raid a 
building without. a search warrant, 
even if they see, hear and smell 
moonshining. going.on in their very 
presence, according to a_ decision 
handed down today by Judge J. W. 
Woodrough of the United States 
court for the district of Nebraska. 

Judge Woodrough’s decision is the 
t farereaching-order yet: handed 
doWn..in.the prohibition fight, ac- 
cording to Nebraska enforcement of- 
ficers, 

“The ruling is revolutionary and 
will be quoted ‘throughout’ the coun- 
try in every case based on a raid 
without a warrant,’’.said the Federal 
District Attorney, A. B. Kinsler. ‘‘It 
is equivalent to saying that an offi- 
cer cannot break into a‘house with- 
out a warrant even if he can see or 
hear a felony or even a murder be- 
ing committed.’”’ 

The court ruled that all evidence 
was to be suppressed if secured in a 
raid without a warrant, even though 
the raiders could see, hear and smell 
the moonshining operations. 


Agents Saw Still Operating. 


In the case on trial, the raiders did 
actually smell the mash cooking, hear 
the roar of the furnace and gee a 
portion of the still being operated. 
They entered the place, captured the 
mash, still and other paraphernalia 
and brought them. into. court, «along 
with two -defendants, Tony Bruno 
and Angelo Techino. 

Attorneys for the two men made 
no attemptito contradict'the evidence, 
but based their argument on the fact 
that the raiders had no warrant,

Warner Brothers Pictures, Ince., 
Fox’ Theatres Corp., and Fox Film 
Corp. were named as the principal 
defendants in two anti-trust. suits, 
brought under the Clayton Act, which 
were filed in Federal Court here yes- 
terday by Attorney General William 
D, Mitchell. Acquisition of control 
of First National Pictures, Inc., by 
the former company, and of Loew’s, 
Inc., by the latter concerns, were the 
bases for the two actions. 

The suits came as a complete sur- 
prise to persons connected with the 
motion-picture field. In. the ease of 
recent Fox mergers and acquisitions, 
it- had even been announced from 
sources close to the companies that 
approval of the mergers had been 
obtained from Washington. Recent 
trends in the production of motion 
pictures have been toward concentra- 
tion of control in.fewer and fewer 
large units, and it had been generally 
supposed that the Federal authoritits 
did not view this tendency with dis- 
favor, 


Would Dissolve Mergers.

It is also alleged 
that the Fox interests now. control a 
large proportion. of the best and 
largest first-ran’ motion picture the- 
atres throughout the country, and in 
the New York metropolitan district 
their theatre holdings, embracin 
most of the first-run houses, tota. 
at least 50 per cent of the seating ca- 
pacity of all motion picture theatres 
of any Class.

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Mauretania Sinks Car Float in Bay, 
Plates Bent, Ordered Back to Pier 





Liner, Outward Bound With 870 Passengers, Rams Ferry, Sending 
Twenty Cars Into the Water—Deckhand Saves His Life by 
Leaping as Tug Cats Loose From Sinking Craft. 





The. liner Mauretania, outward 
bound for Europe last night with 870 


passengers aboard, was in collision 
in the bay with a steel ear ferry con- 
taining twenty-eight cars and sent it 
to the bottom. 
_ After the accident the Mauretania 
proceeded to Quarantine, where an 
examination was made. It was found 
that two holes had been punched in 
the port side of her bow below the 
36-foot water line but above her nor- 
mal water line. Each hole was about 
four by ten feet. After the examina- 
tion, which lasted about four hours, 
the company officials announced 
that the liner would return to her 
New York pier at 7% o’clock this 
morning for repairs 

It was said that it might be nec- 
essary to place the ship in dry dock 
while the repairs were being made. 
At all eyspts there was a likelihood 


that the passengers would have to 
— k while the work was be- 
ing done. 


In the accident a deck hand on the 
float saved his life by leaping to the 
tug which was lashed alongside the 
float and the tug’s crew saved both 
their craft and themselves by in- 
stantly cutting the towing lines that 
bound them to the sinking ferry. 

The Mauretania, under command 
of Captain S. G: S. McNeil, had 
sailed from the Cunard pier at West 
Fourteenth Street and the Hudson 
River at 11 o’clock. Many of the 
passengers already had retired. A 
strong ebb tide was running. 

The vessel the Statue of 
Liberty and was approaching Rob- 
bins Reef Lighthouse when the car 
ferry suddenly loomed before it. The 
ferry, the prope of the New York, 
New Haven & ford Railroad, 


was bound from the Bronx for the 
Greenville section of Jersey City. 


The float with its towing tug along- 
side was about to turn off into 
Greenville Channel. 

The, prow of the liner struck the 
stern of the car float almost square- 
ly. While the float was of steel, it 
was ripped: open and began sinking 
immediately. The deckhand aboard 
it saw_his Y yy instantly and ran to 
the side of his awkward craft and 
jumped. onto the le pre The tug- 
boat captain slashed the»lines and 
veered his boat away to safety. 

The ferry, filling. rapidly, lurched 
over and catapulted its cargo of 
twenty box cars into the water. 

Captain McNeil threw the Maure- 
tania’s engines into reverse .and 
brought his craft to a stop. He also 
sent: out a lifeboat, which sped over 
to the: tugboat.’ The tugboat crew 
assured the officer in charge of the 
lifeboat that all the ferry’s men were 
accounted for. 

The shock of the collision brought. 
many of the passengers on deck, but 
it was at once apparent that’ the 
big vessel was in no danger. Cap- 
tain McNeil made no distress signals, 
but he, sent a wireless message to 
his company’s offices in New York 
reporting the accident and telling 
them that he would wait at Quaran- 
tine until an inspection had been 
made. 

He also sent the following message 
to the Brooklyn Navy Yard: 

“Please send tug immediately to 
pick up train ferry across our bow 
off Stapleton with no lights.’’ 

Members of the crew of the tugboat 
said early this morning that the car 
ferry and the tugboat both were 
carrying lights.

cenly dove and sidcslipped from a 
heigat of 400 feet over the business 
section here and crashed into the 
street. Witnesscs said. the young 
pilot was standing up in the cock- 
pt of the little training plane just 
efore it struck and was catapulted 
the top of the fuselage. His 
head struck the top cylinder of the 
five in the radial engine ‘of the 
plane, he caromed off into the street 
and was picked up unconscious. 
Although he was rushed to the 
Nassau Hospital in Mineola by»an 
automobile into which his” plane 
nearly crashed, he died an hour later 
without pepines consciousness. 
The fall of the airplane was 
broken twice, and in the opinion ‘of 
these who viewed the wreckage 
Pisani would not have been seri- 
ously hurt had he remained in the 
cockpit with his safety belt securely 
hooked. The cockpit itself was in- 
tact even to the instruments, 
switches were turned on as was the 
asoline line when the officials of 
he Roosevelt Field Flying School 
arrived to salvage the plane. 


Broke Rule, Instructor Says. 

According to. F. Ray Cullman, 
chief instructor at the field, and who 
instructed Pisani before his first 
solo flight some four months ago, 
the flier violated one of the rules at 
the field after taking off. He turned 
to the right instead of to the left as 
he left the ground, an act which 
brought him directly over this town 
while the rules of student and private 
flying at the field insist on turning 
left, holding to the perimeter of the 
Innding area until considerable 
altitude is gained. 

Cullman said the plane seemed to 
be flying easily: as it neared the 
town. e continued to watch and 
saw Pisani flounder into a turn and 
a sharp bank from which he_.went 
into a dive. Pisani tried to right the 
craft, apparently by reversing the 
position of his rudder. This act 
caused the plane to side slip with the 
engine running at flying speed. As 
the lateral controls of the wing were 
found to be in working order, it is 
believed that Pisani became confused 
and neglected to right the wing. by 
that method, thus continuing in his 
side slip at an ever increasing rate 
until his propeller cut through a 
thick telephone duct, the first break 
in the fall. Tearing through the line 
of wires, the plane’s wing then hit 
a porch of the real estate office of 
Daniel McLaughlin at Maple and 
Post Avenues, Westbury. It caromed 
off the building, grazed the rked 
automobile in front and crashed in 
the centre of Maple Avenue. 

Pisani was thrown clear of the 
wreck. The owner of the car, whose 
name was not learned, rushed him 
to the Nassau Hospital where he died 
shortly afterward. His parents, 
Mr. and: Mrs.. John Pisani, with 
whom he lived at 2,250 Metropolitan 
Avenue, Queens, were informed by 
the ene and his father reached 
the hospital just as he died. The 
young pilot will be buried on Satur- 
day morning with funeral services 
at 10:30 A. M. in St. Margaret’s 
Roman Catholic Church in Middle 
Village, Queens. 


Fifth Training Plane Crash, 


Inspection, of the wrecked plane by 
officials of ‘the Department of Com- 
merce disclosed that the controls and 
motor were functioning perfectly in 
their opinion. Today’s crash of the 
training on is the fifth among the 
planes of the Roosevelt School and 
as a consecuence the management 
has annouficed that no more planes 
will be rented for private use other 
than student training. Each of the 
planes is valued at $5,000.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—The five- 
year development program of the 
Army Air Corps is ‘‘out of balance” 
and there is a “‘serious shortage of 
airplanes to carry out the necessary 
training properly equip the tactical 
units,’’ F, Trubee Davison, Assistant 
Secretary of War for Aviation dis- 
closed in his annual report, made 
public today. 
| * He also stated that operations dur- 

ing the fiscal year were ‘‘seriously 
curtailed by lack of airplanes and 
| the poor condition of hangars and 
other essential equipment for the 
proper maintenance and protection 
of airplanes.” 

Mr. Davison said that the most 
pressing matter confronting the ser- 
vice was the promotion problem and 
declared that unless it is corrected 
by such legislation as the Furlow 
bill, which passed the House in the 
last two sessions of Congress, thus 
“eliminating the injustices and handi- 
caps imposed upon the flying person- 
nel due to sluggish promotion sched- 
ules,’’ the efficiency and morale of 
the corps is bound to be damaged, 
causing ‘‘the resignation of many 
valuable officers whose services tke 
army can ill-afford to lose.’’ 

Despite the picture the report pre- 
sented,-Mr. Davison declared that 
with adequate aid the Air Corps could 
be built up to the level catled for by 
the five-year development program. 

“The fulfillment of the five-year 
program is the first objective of the 
Air Corps-and its.realization is of 
fundamental importance,’’ he stated. 
“I reiterate that the five-year pro- 
' gram can be carried to completion in 
a smooth and efficient manner if suf- 
ficient funds are provided and if the 
legal obstacles which complicate the 
personne] situation are removed.” 


Urges Expanding Promotions. 


| Mr. Davison recommended that in 

addition to providing promotion 
echedules for flying officers, ade- 
quate rank be allotted to skilled en- 
listed personnel and provision made 
for giving such ranks to enlisted 
pilots.

Prof. Shapley Urges Study of 
' Falling Stars to Discover 
Origin of the Earth. 








STONE OLDER THAN GLOBE 





He Shows Audience Here Meteorite 
Which Began Trip Through Space 
100,000 Million Years Ago. 





. The importance of the study of 
meteors and meteorites in man’s ef- 
fort to understand the nature of the 
universe was emphasized by Dr. Har- 
low Shapley, director of the Harvard 
Observatory, in a lecture last night 
in the new Commerce Hall audi- 
torium of the College of the City of 
New York. 
.It was the second of a series of 
five lectures under the general title 
of ‘Flights From Chaos,’”’ in which 
Dr. Shapley is presenting a classifi- 
cation of material systems from 
atoms to galaxies. In his first lec- 
ture, delivered last week, Professor 
hapley presented his general classi- 
ication. In his lecture last night he 
dealt with the subclassification that: 
he terms microcosmos, which em- 
braces everything from electrons to 
meteorites. 


Cites Fall of Meteorites. 


“Our contact with the outside uni- 
verse comes only through two me- 
dia, light and meteors,’’ said Profes- 
sor Shapley. ‘‘The meteors that fil- 


ter down through the atmosphere as 
meteorites provide opportunities for 
significant chemical analysis. It is 
estimated that a thousand million 
meteoric particles collide with the 
éarth’s atmosphere every twenty- | 
four hours, and all but the largest | 
and slowest are burned in the atmos- | 
phere. 

“Prolonged studies of the numbers 
and motions of meteors (shooting 
stars) will contribute a test of theo- 
ries of the origin of the earth, espe- 
cially of the planetesimal hypothesis. 
The planetesimals are one class of 
meteors. 

“There is a close connection be- 
tween the clouds of meteors moving 


across the solar system and the great | 
diffuse nebulae of the Milky ay. |’ 


The nebulae are believed to be fac- 
tors in the evolution of stars, and 
therefore studies of meteors will help 
to interpret the nature of the nebulae 
and their réle in the evolution of 
stars and planets. 
“Studies of the brightness of shoot- 
ing stars indicate the earth’s atmos- 
here fifty miles above the surface 
s of about the same temperature as; 
at the surface itself. Further know!-} 
edge of the upper atmosphere will ' 
come through theoretical studies and | 
observations of the brightness of | 
meteors.”’

finally caught up with the earth, 
itself speeding along at twenty miles 
a second, in 1867, when it landed in; 

Central Poland. Most of the other. 
members of the shower were com-} 
pletely burned by the friction with: 
the earth’s atmosphere, but the one | 
exhibited by Dr. Shapley last night 
survived and was finally brought to! 
the attention of scientists. 

The meteorite, Dr. Shapley said, 
moved toward the earth in a nypess| 
bola, proving that it came into the | 
solar system from outer space. It is!

Mr. Denison, whose “bone. dry” 
record covering seven Congresses. 
has in the past won for him the 
whole-harted endorsement and sup- 
port of the Anti-Saloon League and 
other politically active dry organiza- 
tions, made no statement of any 
kind. Asked if he cared to comment 
on the fact that the prohibition offi- 
cials waited ten months before tak- 
ink any action in his case, he replied 
in the negative. 

Mr. Denison, who was at his home 
in Marion, Ill., at the time the in- 
dictment was returned, arrived yes- 
terday. This afternoon he quietly ap- 
peared at the court house to inform 
District Attorney Rover that he was 
ready to give bond for trial. The 
proceeding lasted but a few minutes.

‘Nothing in excess,’ is peculiarly 
applicable to the Thanksgiving 
dinner.’’ 


Poor Families to Feast at Home.

which has 2,600 families under its 
care, departed from its tradition of 
giving free public meals this year by 
supplying instead funds to enable 
each of its families to enjoy a 
Thanksgiving dinner at home, it an- 
nounced yesterday.

Dr. Kieran.at Hanter Service Says 
Its Observance Is Becoming 
Materialistic. 


Stressing the need for a spiritual 
celebration of Thanksgiving, James 
M. Kieran, president of Hunter Col- 
lege, said the observance of the 
“most typical American holiday’’,.is 
becoming more and more superficial 
and material. 

“Have we not made Thanksgiving 
almost completely an occasion. for 
expressing satisfaction with merely 
material goods, with ‘prosperity’ in 
the economic sense?’’ he. asked. 
‘Have we not even chosen as our 
chief manner of observance the 
Thanksgiving feast tending to over- 
emphasize this aspect of our grati- 
tude?’’ 

This tendency he characterized as 
essentially ‘‘immature,’’. saying that 
a more mature judgment looks be- 
yond the externals—that it sees often 
in material prosperity the most in- 
sidious enemy of well-being. 

President Kieran then spoke of the 
recent declines in the. stock market 
and expressed the hope that it will 
result in lasting good rather than 
harm.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27 (.—In 
an effort to prevent aliens from 
making their homes id Canada. or 
Mexico while employed in the United. 
States, the Labor ‘Department has 
under consideration a plan to tax 
each alien $18 for every trip into this 
‘country to work. 

The proposed tax, the department 
believes, would..compel aliens .either 
to establish homes in the United 
States or to give up their employ- 
ment in this country. It would con- 
sist of a $10 visa fee and an $8 head 
tax. } 

Department officials said today 
that 6,736 aliens employed in this 
country in the Detroit area have re- 
turned to» Canada to make their 
homes because of: lower taxes and 
cheaper living conditions. 

Canadian.real estate.dealers, it was 
paid, have been active in attempting 
to persuade aliéns in Detroit to make 
their homes in’ Canada and, in addi- 
tion, 1,589 American citizens have 
moved across the line to live. On 
the other hand, twelve aliens and 974 
citizens were said to live in Detroit 
and work in Canada. 

The recent opening of the Ambas- 
sador Bridge at Detroit has aggra- 
vated the situation,. the Labor De- 
partment believes, by enabling resi- 
dents of Canada to get to work in 
Detroit quicker than if they. lived 
in the city’s suburbs. 

There are 250,000 aliens working in 
Detroit and the officials said they 
feared that many of these might 
decide to establish homes across the 
border while retaining their occu- 
pations in the United “States. 

A similar situation .was. said to 
exist at Niagara Falls, Buffalo, along 
the Vermont and Maine borders, and 
at El Paso, on the Mexican: border. 
The same thing was true to a lesser 
extent at many other places, it was 
s2id. 

The action contemplated by the 
department is similar to that taken 
recently by the Mexican Government 
to compel Americans working in 
Mexico to live in that country. At 
that time the Labor Department an- 
nounced that the Mexican. Govern- 
ment was within its rights in adopt- 
ing the regulation. 





Number Dropped in Last Two Years. 


DETROIT, Nov. 27 (®).—John’ L. 
Zurbrick, District Director of Immi- 
gration, said today that the 6,736 
alien residents of Canada who work 
in the Detroit area have-an annual 
income of between $8,000,000 and 
$10,000,000. The numbcr of _ com- 
muters has decreased about 9,000 in 
the past two years because of more 
astringent regulations, he said.

GET $216,000 MILEAGE 
FOR SPECIAL SESSION 


Senators Are Entitled to a Total 
of $51,000.and. Representa- 
tives to $175,000:

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—As a re- 
sult of the action of Congress in ad- 
journing the extraordinary session 
Friday, the 484 members of the 
house and the 94 members of the 
Senate are entitled to draw travel 
pay from the Treasury. in addition to 
their salaries of $10,000 a year. 

Had the extra session merged with 
the regular session which will be- 
gin Monday, the House membership 
would have been deprived of about 
$175,000, and the Senate membership 
of $51,000, representing the annual 
appropriations made for the mileage 
of Senators and Representatives. 

Each member of Congress is al- 
lowed 20 cents a mile each session 
for travel to and from Washington. 
This allowance ranges from $6 to $8 
for members from near-by States to 
hundreds of dollars. for those com- 
ing long distances. The Philippines 
delegate gets $2,000, the maximum 
mileage owed under the law.

MOSCOW, Thursday, Nov. 28.—The 
Soviet, it seems, has won its long- 
drawn-out conflict over the Chinese 
Eastern Railroad. Or rather, the 
Red army has won it. For it is not, 
perhaps, a mere coincidence that on 
Nov. 19—two days after a ‘‘demon- 
stration’ by the Red forces—Muk- 
den, ‘so far as is known here, quite 
independently of the so-called all 
China Government of Nanking, 
made overtures to the Soviet. 

The Russian reply was a firm but 
reasonable reiteration of the original 
conditions for negotiation. The Chi- 
nese accepted the replacement of the 
Russian directors without argument, 
but made wnat might appear as a 
quibble—or possibly it was only an 
emendation on a point of detail—re- 
garding the other two points. 

The Soviet replied by emphasizing 
the three points in toto—namely, res- 
toration of the status quo, replace- 
ment of the Russian managers and 
freeing of arrested Russian nation- 
als, and it named as agent of the 
foreign commissariat M. Simainovski 
as plenipotentiary to meet the agent 
of Marshal Chang Hsueh-liang at 
Khabarovsk to arrange for a regular 
conference to settle the whole affair. 

In your correspondent’s opinion 
there is still a slight ambiguity in 
the Chinese acceptance regarding 
the status quo ante and release of 
Soviet nationals, but it is pointed 
out here tiuat these are matters 
which cannot be definitely settled 
before the Khabarovsk meeting. 

At present, anyhow, it is believed 
here that Mukden now genuinely 
wishes a speedy settlement on the 
basis of negotiations laid down from 
the outset by Moscow. 





Litvinoff States Terms. 


MOSCOW, Nov. 27 (#).—M. Litvi- 
noff’s answer to Marshal Chang’s 
offer to negotiate read: 

‘“‘Have received your telegram of 
Nov. 26 declaring your full accept- 
ance of preliminary conditions com- 
municated in writing of Nov. 22 
through Tsai Yu-chen, diplomatic 
commissar at Harbin. 

“‘These conditions were: First, of- 
ficial consent by the Chinese to res- 
toration of the situation of the Chi- 
nese Eastern Railway existing prior 
to the conflict on the basis -of- the 
pleas Ranger ane agreement of 1924; 
secondly, immediate reinstatement 
of the manager and assistant man- 
ager of the railway recommended by 
the Soviet Government in accordance 
with the Peking-Mukden agreement; 
thirdly, immediate release of all So- 
viet citizens arrested in connection 
with the dispute. 

‘In accordance with Point 2, the 
Soviet Government recommends. re- 
instatement of Emshanov as man- 
ager and Eismont as assistant mana- 
oi and expects your immediate con- 
irmation thereof. 

Moan gy ery | 1 and 3, also accepted 
by you, the Soviet Government pro- 
poses that as soon as Point is 
fulfilled to send your representative 
to Khabarovsk with official. written 
credentials and apppoints Simanov- 
sky, foreign office agent at Khaba-

Troops Believed Withdrawn. 


TOKIO, Nov. 27 (#).—The Japanese 
Rengo News Agency received a dis- 
patch from Harbin tonight stating 
that ‘‘Soviet troops are believed to 
have withdrawn from the railway 
zone.’’ 

‘This, if true, indicates the proba- 
bility that the Russians have evacu- 
ated the area of Northwestern Man- 
churia and returned over the course 
of this invasion of Manchuria, which 
began Nov, 18. 

If this is correct, the Russian oper- 
ation assumes the as t of merely 
another punitive raid on a larger 
scale than hitherto.

China Consults the League.

GENEVA, Nov. 27.—There is a 
definite impression here tonight that 
China will very likely soon take the 
grave step of setting the League ma- 
chinery in motion in the conflict 
with Russia. Reports that Nanking 
has already decided to — to 
Geneva are denied by Dr. 
seng, Chinese delegate to the League, 
and the Secretariat states no appeal 
has been received. 

China, however, did make an im- 
portant preliminary move in that di- 
rection here today, for Dr. Wu con- 
sulted the Secretariat regarding the 
use of the Le e machinery. The 
result is that the Secretariat, so as 
to be ready for an emergency, is 
already oiling the mechanicism and 
unofficially consulting the great 
powers who are members of the 
council on-the situation. The possi- 
bilities under contemplation include 
ways and means of acting in liaison 
with the United States under the 
peace pact if the League machinery 
is invoked. 


Procedure is Discussed. 


Dr. Wu talked more than an hour 
this afternoon with the Secretary 


‘General, Sir Erie Drummond, and 


the Deputy Secretary General, Joseph 
Avenol,.on the situation. Both Dr. 
Wu and the Secretariat state the 
consultation concerned only what 


procedure China could follow if it,

SHANGHAI, Nov. 27.—The contin- 
uance of the abrupt armistice in 
Honan and Hupeh is enabling Nan- 
king to rush 40,000 soldiers, ten gun- 
boats and more than a dozen air- 
planes to Canton, It also permits 
Nanking to pay some attention to 
the plight of Manchuria under the 
Russian onslaught, and as a result 
Mukden has been offered $1,000,000 
in disbandment bonds—the first gov- 
ernment assistance to finance Man- 
churia’s defense. 

The Chinese and foreign press is 
speculating as to the reasons for the 
cessation of -fighting in the central 
provinces. Many reports of huge 
bribes are printed here, the consen- 
sus of opinion being that General 
Yen’ Hsi-shan, Governor of Shansi, 
received $3,500,000 and Marshal Feng 
Yu-hsiang $1,500,000 as the price of 
peace without victory. 

Nanking is claiming the surrender 
and disarming of the entire Kuomin- 
chun cavalry, as well as 8,000 in- 
fantry, and the rapid progress of 
the government troops toward the 
Shensi border.

Speed Plans for Canton. 
NANKING, Nov. 27 (2.—Despite 
reports that the revolutionary move- 
ment aimed against Canton may be 
settled peacefully, officials of the 
Nationalist Government today indi- 
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cated that the War Department was 
speeding plans for a large-scale mili- 
tary campaign in South China. 

At a conference of military and 
civilian’ officials of the Nationalist 
Government it was decided to send 
reinforcements, munitions and sup- 
plies southward from a wide area, 
including the Wuhan cities (Han- 
kow, Hanyang and Wuchang), as 
well as.from Shanghai, Nanking and 
points within the Provinces of Hunan 
and Anhwei. 

Reinforcements from the Wuhan 
cities will proceed on an overland 
route, while those from the other 
points will go by sea. 

The Nationalist Government appears 
determined to crush the movement 
against Canton, seemingly in the be- 
lief that if the southern metropolis 
passed into the hands of the rebels 
it would be used as the seat of reac- 
tionary activities nst Nanking. 
staff for General Chiang Kai-shek, 
staff of General Chiang Kai-shek, 
head of the Nationalist armies, was 
named commander-in-chief of the 
southern expedition. General Ho, one 
of the Nationalist Government’s out- 
standing military leaders, departed 
at once for Canton. 

Insurgent forces from Kwan 
Province, cooperating with the ‘‘Iron- 
sides Division,’’ which withdrew from 
the Nationalist Army, form the bul- 
wark of the rebellious forces in the 
south.

Kellogg Warmly Greeted by Group— 
View. Least-Exposed Powers Must

LONDON, Nov. 27.—With former 
Secretary of State Frank B. Kellogg 
sitting beside him, Premier Ramsay 
MaeDonald today assured represen- 
tatives of British peace societies that 
the government would not be afraid 
of “‘going too far’’ stoward naval re- 
duction at the coming five-power 
conference. : 

‘“‘We will have a great many diffi- 
culties, but as we have faced those 
difficulties before we will face them 


in the five-power conference,’’. said 
the Prime Minister.. He added that 
the spirit in which the government 
had approached those problems was 
like the spirit of the.Quakers. 

‘“There are two methods,’’ said the 
Premier, ‘‘whereby the Quakers have 
conquered Heaven and earth. The 
first is their belief in the essential 
rightness of their faith. The second 
is their quiet, sane, practical capacity 
for doing things. I believe that good 
is going to come of faithful, sincere 
and earnest work religiously stuck 
to—work that is not going to be 
thwarted by temporary difficulties or 
rebuffs, but work which is returned 
to again and again.”’ 

Mr. MacDonald, who was, accom- 
panied by his daughter Ishbel, also 
talked of his American journey an‘ 
said that its success was because it 
was ‘“‘a spontaneous inspiration.” 

“It was utter nonsense and futil- 
ity, even criminality, to allow our 
two nations to drift, drift, drift and 
be united only by dispatches,’ he 
declared. ‘“‘I received nothing but 
the most encouraging revelation that 
whatever our American friendg may 
say with their lips—sometimes cross 
and angry things—they always have, 
right down in the depths of their 
hearts, a special affection for us 
over here.”’ 

The peace workers had met at the 
houses of Parliament under the 
auspices of the National Council for 
the Prevention of War to congratu- 
late the Premier on his recent ac- 
tivities on behalf of world peace. Mr. 
Kellogg, who received a warm greet- 
ing, declared that the peace pact 
was a “great moral principle, the 
foundation stone upon which we can 
build permanent peace.’ 

It was admitted in the House of 
Commons tonight that the views of 
Admiral Sir Herbert Richmond, who 
last week injected a new feature in- 
to the naval reduction talks, repre- 
sented a large section of British 
naval opinion, but A. V. Alexander, 
First Lord of the Admiralty, in an- 
swer to questions was quick to re- 
tort that Sir Herbert’s view was not 
the view of the admiralty or the gov- 
ernment.

ACCEPTANCE BANK PUSHED 





Institution Designed to Make Paris 
a Leader in World Finance Is 
to Open Early in 1930.

PARIS, Nov. 27.—The rapid de- 
velopment of the French financial 
and aconomic position was again 
emphasized today with the publica- 
tion of the total export-import fig- 
ures for the first ten months of this 
year and the advancément of plans 
for the starting of the French Accep- 
tance Bank. The latter has been or- 
ganized by five of the most power- 
fut french banks with the approval 
of the Bank of France, and is to 
play an important part in the gov- 
ernment program to make Paris one 
of the three greatest financial cen- 
tres of the world. 

The statement of the Ministry of 
Finance was received with great en- 
thusiasm, since it shows the excess 
of imports over exports fell from 
$57,800,300 (placing the value of the 
franc at 3.93 cents) in January of 
this year to $5,093,987 in October. 
Business circles point to this as evi- 
dence of the steady and sound im- 
provement in the whole French eco- 
nomic position. 


Unfavorable Balance Cut. 


The figures for the ten months 
list total imports of 48,475,456,000 
thousands francs, representing 48,- 
932,000 tons of merchandise. This 
registers a large increase over the 
same period of last year, when im- 
ports totaled 43,392,333,000 or 40,000,- 
000 tons. 

Exports for the first ten months of 
this year total 41,408,079,000 francs or 
33,000,000 tons of merchandise, as 
compared with 41,990,000,000 francs 
or 34,000,000 tons in 1928. The actual 
unfavorable balance for the period 
from January to October is 7,670,- 
377,000 francs, but the extent to 
which French industry has overcome 
this adverse figure is best shown in 
the October figures, which showed 
imports of 4,515,576,000 francs and 
exports of 4,385,958 francs. 

If the present trend continues, and 
indications are that it will, the pres- 
ent unfavorable balance of 129,000,- 
000 francs will be entirely eliminated 
within the next sixty days, thus con- 
tributing unmistakable proof of the 
fundamental soundness of French 
business. The 20 per cent drop in 
revenues from tourist traffic this 
year has not affected the general 
upward trend of French business. 

French financial quarters are now 
actively discussing the approaching 
opening of the French Acceptance 
Bank, tentatively fixed for early in 
the new year. he bank will have a 
capital of 100,000,000 francs, which 
has been subscribed by five French 
financial institutions—Crédit Lyon- 
nais, Société Générale, Banque Union 
Parisienne, Banque Nationale de 
Crédit and Banque Commerciale et 
Mobiliére de Crédit. : 

Charles Sergent, president of the 
Banque Union Parisienne, will head 
the acceptance bank, thé purpose of 
which is to give Paris a broader 
financial field in which to work and 
to increase facilities for trade. An- 
other intention is to make the 

resent huge gold reserve in the 
Bank of France more productive for 
French business. 


Aims at Lead in World Finance. 


It is realized here that until now 
London and New York have had a 
practical monopoly in the use of 
liquid funds, compelling France to 
keep her large gold holdings in an 


unproductive state. With the opera- 
tion of the French Acceptance Bank, 
it is hoped France will be able to 
play a leading rdéle in financing world 
ndustry. 

Before this ambition can be real- 
ized, however, experts here explain, 
the present French fiscal system 
must be changed. The point has 
been made that the scope of action 
of the new bank will tend more 
toward New York than _ London, 
since the latter is more thoroughly 
organized by virtue of the long and 
successful tradition of. the London 
acceptance house. But in operating 
in New York, the new French bank 
will, it is asserted, find that accept- 
ance in operating costs 5.20 per cent, 
as compared with 5.85 per cent under 
current taxation laws of France.

During the fifty trips that it has 
made, the Graf Zeppelin has covered 
a total distance of 72,648 miles. Seven 
of the fifty trips have been over dis- 


tances of more than 3,000 miles. 

The longest non-stop flights were: 
Oct. 11 to 15, 1928, ichshafen 
to Lakehurst, 6,164 miles; Oct. 29 to 
Nov. 1, 1928, Lakehurst to Friedrichs- 
hafen, 4,533 miles; March 25 to 28, 
1929, Palestine and back, 4,968 miles; 
April 23 to 25, Spain and back, 3,353 
miles; Aug. 1 to 5, Friedrichshafen to 
Lakehurst, 5,185 miles, and Aug. 7 to 
10, Lakehurst to Friedri en, 
4,389 miles. 

In addition to these there was the 
round-the-world trip in four legs, 
Friedrichshafen to Tokio, Tokio to 
San Francisco, San Francisco to 
Lakehurst and Lakehurst to Fried- 
richshafen, for a total of 21,238 miles. 

The Graf Zeppelin has consumed 
307,465 cubic yards of fuel gas, 80,507 
quarts of benzine and 14,933 quarts 
of oil, an average of 359 quarts for 
every 62.1 miles. Besides the crew 
the airship has carried a total of 
1,574 passengers, $20,000 worth of 
letters and postcards and a total use- 
ful load of 876,434 pounds.

Lucy Abercrombie, daughter of Colo- 
nel David T, Abercrombie, a founder 
of the New York sporting goods firm 
of Abercrombie & Fitch, and, until 
recently, head of the David T. Aber- 
crombie Company, camp outfitters, 
of 311 Broadway, New York City, 
died in the Ossining Hospital at day- 
break today of burns received yester- 
day afternoon when a tub of chem- 
ical material exploded in the small 


factory maintained by the David T. 
Amescrausbin company in this vil- 


e. 

*Sriss Abercrombie, who was 30 
years old, had been interested in her 
father’s business ever since she left 
school. She made her home with her 
parents at Colonel Abercrombie’s 
counter estate, Elda, on the Croton 
Dam Road, Ossining. 

In 1923, for her benefit, her father 
repurchased the David T. Abercrom- 
bie Company, which he had sold dur- 
ing the war. She was treasurer of 
the company, which since Colonel 
Abercrombie’s retirement has been 
headed by her uncle, Robert F. Aber- 
crombie. 

At the time of the accident Miss 
Abercrombie was engaged in a task 
on @ preparation for waterproofing 
canvas compounded from a secret 
formula developed by her father 
Many years ago. With her was 
Charles Carlson, 54 years old, the 
family chauffeur, who was also se- 
verely burned in vet dy | to beat out 
the flames in Miss bercrombie’s 
clothing. He was taken to the hos- 
pital with her. Physicians said he 
would probably recover. 


Start Work Over Mixture. 


Shortly before 4 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon the two went to the small 
three-story factory. They began 
working over a tub of powdered 
paraffine and gasoline on the third 
floor. No one else was in the build- 
ing. 

Just how the mass became ignited 
is not definitely known. A wire fur- 
nishing current for the machine that 
ran the mixing apparatus stretched 
about twenty feet across the floor 
from a plug in the opposite wall. 
One theory is that this wire became 
entangled with the machinery under 
the tub and sparks from a short cir- 
cuit ignited the inflammable ma- 
terial. 

The burst of flame caught Miss 
Abercrombie’s clothes. Her screams 
were heard by Joseph Fraaz, owner 
of an ironworks adjoining the Aber- 
crombie plant. Accompanied by his 
helper, he ran into the street and 
tried the door of the factory. It 
was locked. Together they broke it 
down. They found Miss Abercrom- 
bie lying at the foot of the steps, 
her clothes blazing. 

From a motor car they got an auto- 
mobile robe that they wrapped about 
the woman.

Miss Abercrombie was attended at 
the hospital by Dr. C. C. Sweet.

She never regained 
consciousness after being placed in 
the ambulance. 


Colonel Abercrombie, who was 
much affected by the affair, said 
it-was the first loss of life resulting 
from an accident in any of his inter- 
ests in the thirty years he has been 
in business. 

Miss Abercrombie was duated 
from the Prospect Hill hool in 
Newark, N. J., in 1916. She entered 
Mount Holyoke College in the Fail 
of 1920, but withdrew the following 
Winter on account of illness. Some 
time later she became interested in 
her father’s business and took a 
course at the Morse Business Col- 
lege in Hartford, Conn. When 
Colonel Abercrombie repurchased the 
David T. Abercrombie Company she 
became one of the executives and 
began to devote most of her time to 
the organization. 

Private funeral services were held 
at her home this afternoon with only 


the immediate members of the 
family present. The Rev. Raymond 
Jelliffe, pastor of the Madison 


Avenue Presbyterian Church of New 
York City, officiated. The body was 
taken to the New York and New 
Jersey Crematory at North Bergen, 
N. J.,. by Colonel Abercrombie.

WILL MR. HOOVER DO IT? 

Mr. WILLIAM . DUDLEY FOULKE, 
himself an honored ancient of civil 
service reform and a pioneer of it 
among the refractory race of Hoo- 
siers, has read before the council of 
the National Civil Service Reform 
League a memorial of Lucius B. 
SwIFT, a still earlier pioneer, the 
first civil:service reformer in Indi- 
ana. In no State can the leaven of 
civil service reform have had harder 
work to do. There is something a 
little heroic and incomprehensible in 
men like Mr. SWIFT and Mr. FOULKE. 
The former died at 85 this year. At 
16 he enlisted as a private in the 
Federal Army and served through 
the war. He was twice imprisoned 
and suffered great hardships. He 
rarely spoke of it; and he fought 
every scheme of politicians to impair 
the merit system by arbitrary pref- 
erence of veterans. 

Graduated from the University of 
Michigan, he began the practice of 
law at Indianapolis in 1879. In the 
Presidential campaign of 1880 he 
made the first speech ever made in 
Indiana in praise of civil service re- 
form. He dwelt upon General 
GARFIELD’S record and promises in 
regard to it. As Mr. FouLKE dryly 
says, “he was not called upon to 
speak again.” A born Independent, 
he mugwumped for CLEVELAND, as 
almost a generation later he. was to 
bullmoose for ROOSEVELT, a close 
friend. He was one of the organ- 
izers of the Indiana Civil Service 
Commission. He was an unwearied 
advocate of civil service reform. “In’ 
the nearly fifty years of his: devo- 
tion to it, which began three years 
before the passage of the so-called 
Pendleton act, drafted by DORMAN 
B. EATON, he saw a great extension 
and growing acceptance of it. He 
saw also the open or secret resis- 
tance of many public men and con- 
stant attempts to injure, degrade or 
falsify the principle in the practice. 

In the last ten years of his life he 
often deplored the fact, emphasized 
again by the National Council in its 
last report, that little has been 
achieved to bring within the merit 
system the nearly 140,000. places 
now outside. Presidents have recom- 
mended to Congress their inclusion; 
but there is something that the 
President might do for civil service 
reform without depending amiably 
upon what is likely long to remain 
a counsel of perfection. In almost 
his last letter Mr. Swirt wrote: 

What could have been a more ef- 
fective blow for converting post- 
masterships into spoil than the 
change, made by a President, from 
the rule requiring the top man to

A‘ TENDER-MINDED TIGER. 

Sentimentalism being one of the 
principal sins in the modernist deca- 
logue, and the late GrorGgs CLEMEN- 
CEAU -being obviously one of the 
most unsentimental of men,’ it is 
natural to cite him as an instance of 
what may be achieved by being 
‘tough‘niinded. | Yet there are diffi- 
culties. In several items CLEMEN- 
CEAU fails to come up to specifica- 


classes. and athletics. As the

supposed comments on the idealism 
of WoopRow WILSON. If any man of 
our times may be said to have had 
the courage to face hard facts it 
would be CLEMENCEAU insisting that 
men. had learned nothing .from.the 
horrid sacrifices of the war.” If any 
man of today was disdainful of seek- 
ing comfort in “ escape,” it would be 
the man who to the last maintained 
his interpretation of life as rather a 
sorry jest. This CLEMENCEAU would 
seem almost to qualify for a hero by 
ERNEST HEMINGWAY. 

Yet CLEMENCEAU cherished two 
strong affections. One was for his 
country, which he was prepared to 
save—and did save—at any cost. 
The other was for the father whose 
memory was always fresh with him 
and by whose side he ordered his 
own body to be laid. Now love of 
country or of flag, and love of home, 
father, mother, are precisely the two 
big items of popular sentimentality 
against which post-war satire in this 
country has been directed. The 
Flag and Mother’s Day were part 
of the ritual behind which, accord- 
ing to the indictment, Rotary Clubs 
and chambers of commerce con- 
cealed their total lack of ideas, not 
to say their nefarious designs. This 
reaction from the war mood was re- 
inforced by modern psychology and 
child training which made _ short 
work of the whole business of par- 
enthood. Fathers and mothers were 
stripped of their ancient pretenses 
and revealed as a couple of adults 
too much around the house and 
chiefly engaged in endowing the 
little ones with vicious complexes 
and fixations. Yet the Tiger of 
France looked back with affection 
and almost reverence to his father 
at the head of the family table. 

When one says Country and 
Father one says a third thing, and 
that is Tradition. With us of late to 
defend it has been almost to defend 
Fossilization. But CLEMENCEAU. re- 
veals Tradition as the source and 
inspiration of an almost demonic en- 
ergy. He has been correctly de- 
scribed as of the tradition of the 
French Revolution. His anti-clerical- 
ism goes back to the “ Age of Rea- 
son” and beyond that to VOLTAIRE. 
As the defender of»France in her 
darkest days and organizer of vic- 
tory, he repeats the story of revolu- 
tionary France in 1792 making face 
against a world of enemies. His 
short way with the “ defeatists” in 
1917-18 is a milder variation of 
MARAT’S demands for so many thou- 
sand heads of Aristos if the country 
was to be saved. A lively sense of 
home, of country and of the 
past would thus seem to reveal 
CLEMENCEAU as really an arrant 
sentimentalist, and therefore, . by 
definition, a futile person. 








HARVARD'S “ HOUSE PLAN.” 

Members of the junior class at 
Harvard are now facing the first 
practical test of ‘the new - “ house 
plan.” Application blanks and de- 
scriptive pamphlets have been 
mailed to them, setting forth the de- 
tails of the two “houses” which 
are to be ready for occupancy next 
Autumn. As seniors next year, the 
present juniors who become mem- 
bers in the new houses will presum- 
ably be of influence in attracting 
younger classmen,. and. will. con- 
tribute to the spirit which it is hoped 
will prevail in these new groupings. 

The project is approached by many 
students with doubts and reserva- 
tions. The bitter attacks on the 
whole ‘system when it was first-an- 
nounced last year reflect the opin- 
ions of many undergraduates and 
graduates. -There_is an-undercurrent 
of resentment at being, in effect, 
forced to live and eat under fixed 
conditions. It seems like a curtail- 
ment of personal liberty. There is 
also a fear that the new associations 
will be a bar to old ones and will 
interfere with other natural affini- 
ties. 

Some of the same objections were 
made when~the freshman dormi- 
tories were first proposed. But in 
practice few of them proved: valid, 
and none of the disasters so confi- 
dently predicted came, to pass. .It 
is equally true that some of the her- 


alded benefits also failed to be real- | 


ized. This is especially trué of the 
hoped-for breaking down of barriers 
between the graduates of various 
private and public schools. With:that 
mixture of conservatism and callous- 
ness which seems common to under- 
graduates, the different elements as- 
sociated pleasantly enough but with- 
out losing their prejudices. 

One .of: the principal purposes of 
the “house plan” is to attempt to 
effect in.a more permanent form the 
conglomeration of groups which at 
present tend to keep apart except in 


“ houses” will hold about 275 men 
each, there will be an opportunity to 
bring about, greater. .unification 
without interfering with outside so- 
cial.organizations.

‘MAYOR AND MAYFLOWER. 


Mayor WALKER has fixed ideas 
about civic hospitality. He explained 
to the merchants whose guest he 
was the other day that a generous 
welcome to strangers is part of his 
creed. He is anxious that distin- 
guished visitors be given a recep- 
tion so warm and expressive that 
they will carry" home with them a 
conviction that this city, even in 





its hurried and kaleidoscopic life, has 


both the time and the inclination to 
pause for the amenities, and espe- 
cially for the proper discharge of 
its duties as host. That spirit is 
commendable, but it may be carried 
to extremes. The city’s heart does 
not need to be worn on its sleeve. 
Hospitality does not require ex- 
travagance. The American tradi- 
tion is not consonant with ostenta- 
tion. 

The Mayor’s friends, intent on 
buying the Mayflower and giving 
it to the city, would do well to re- 
call.some of the copy-book maxims 
deeply imbedded in the history of 
It may have traveled 
far since the days of patriarchal 
simplicity. American Ambassadors 
of today have looser purse-strings 
than FRANKLIN’S. For twenty years 
our Presidents have had a yacht at 
their disposal, for receptions to dis- 
tinguished foreigners, for confer- 
ences, for week-ends on the Poto- 
mac away from the importunities of 
office-seekers and the crush of offi- 
cial tasks. No one has begrudged 
them this luxury. But there is a 
point where the line must still be 
drawn, and it is a far cry from 
President ROOSEVELT réceiviig Baron 
KANEKO to Mayor WALKER receiv- 
ing Channel swimmers. Even in 
the case of Mayor Borss of Berlin 
or Prime Minister MACDONALD, 8 
welcome to America staged in the 
Mayflower’s cabin would be singu- 
larly out of place. 

The craft is-valued at $1,500,000. 
Yachts of her size are something of 
a drug just now on what is left of 
the market, and it might be that 
the Mayor’s friends could get her at 
a bargain price, But what of the 
upkeep? It cost the Federal Gov- 
ernment $300,000 a year. The 
Mayor thinks that under the rigid 
economy of municipal control that 
figure might be cut to $30,000. One 
may be pardoned a touch of skep- 
ticism. If the Federal Government 
cannot afford such a luxury, the 
city. cannot; and. if. President Hoo- 
ver is able to get along without a 
yacht, - Mayor WALKER also might 
make shift to-do so. 








MISSING OFF SIBERIA. 

Nothing will be left undone by the 
Aviation Corporation to find and 
rescue its representative in Alaska, 
Lieutenant CaRL B. EIELSON. He was 
lost in a blizzard off. Cape North, 
Siberia, while engaged in salvage 
work in connection with the fur- 
trading ship Nanuk. His hardihood 
recalls Sir HUBERT, WILKINS’S story 
of the flight: to Spitsbergen when 
there was a question off Cape Co- 
lumbia whéther it_would not be well 
to land on the ice’ and wait* until 
a storm ahead passed over. The 
leader stated the case in writing and 
plished the paper in to’ EIELSON in 
the cockpit. “I am willing to go on 
and .chance it,” shouted the. pilot 
through the speaking tube. 

In that adventure there was an 
experience that bears.on the present 
chances of Lieutenant E1eLsoN. On 
account of storms a landing was 
made in the flight from Point Bar- 
row to Spitsbergen. The place was 
Dead Man’s Island. “We were 
“housed comfortably in the: wind- 
“proof, snug cabin of the plane,” 
wrote Captain WILKINS, “eating 
“ biscuits and chocolate, smoking the 
“few cigarettes we had and pa- 
“tiently waiting for the weather to 
“clear.”. They waited four days, 
and then had to shovel snowdrifts to 
make a runway for the plane. But 
that was the last of April: Winter 


had already set in when EIELSON 
was last. seen. off Cape North after 
leaving Teller.

Tells Need for Longer Piers. 
The pert of the report embodying 
the recommendation follows: 


After a. careful..study...of. the 
whole situation the committee has 
reached the following conclusions: 

-1..The Jarge passenger line piers 
should’ be located on Manhattan 
Island. 

2. These piers must be planned 


to accommodate ships fully 1,000 
feet long. 

3. In order to accommodate ade- 
quately ships of that length, piers 
of..1,100 feet are essential, with 
ample, width. of. slip.. Where the 
piers are no longer than the. shipa, 
inevitable difficulties arise. in, dock-. 
ing, and the docks now planned 
should be such that the largest 
ships will not be required to wait 
at Quarantine, as at times hap- 
pens today, until a change of tide 
makes entry to the Slips possible, 

4. The ideal arrangement would 
be to place the long passenger line 
piers on the North River where 
the river is widest and where the 
distance between the pierhead line 
and the bulkhead line is. longest. 
The committee has_ therefore 
studied with care the Canal Strect 
section, where these facts exist. 
There is no question but what sev- 
-@ral 1,000-foot piers can be built 
in’ that section between the pres- 
ent’ bulkhead and the pierhead 
lines, although to secure 1,100-foot 
piers; there, as elsewhere, an ex- 
‘tension. of the pierhead line would 
be’ necessary, since. cutting back 
into the land at this point would 
be highly impracticable. 

The Dock Department has_in- 
sisted, however, that the present 
slessees of the piers in the Canal 
Street section cannot be dispos- 
sessed wholesale, as such action 
would zot only disrupt the trade of 
the city but would also make it 
almost impossible to feed the entire 
metropoiltan district. The commit- 
tee has reluctantly come to the con- 
clusion that the shifting of the 
lessees to other locations would 
cause great confusion and that un- 
less they are shifted, not more than 
one or, at the most, two long piers 
for the passenger liners can be 
provided in this section. 


Urges Pierhead Line Change. 


5. Since the Canal Street section 
alone cannot provide adequate ac- 
commodations, the committee en- 
tertains no doubt as to where the 


additional long piers should be lo- 
cated, and that is approximately be- 
tween West Thirty-ninth and West 
Fifty-ninth, Streets. Withi that 
area, four new piers, 1, feet 
long, can be located; in addition to 
Piers, 84 and 86, already built, but 
to accomplish that it will be neces- 
~Sary to cut 300 feet back into the 
land, and even with that extensive 
and — costly excavation, the 
piers will still be 100 feet too short. 

6, The committee believes that no 
satisfactory solution of the docking 
problem ever can be secured if the 
city is held to the pierhead line, as 
aw drawn by the Secretary of 

ar. 

7. The committee has given con- 
sideration to the suggestion that 
a landing stage might be used by 
all of the big ships, in common, and 
is of the opinion that that expedi- 
ent should not be attempted. Some- 
where in the Port of New York 
docks must be built at which the 
1,000-foot ships can be moored and 
the intelligent thing is to locate. 
those docks where both passengers 
and Senge can be handled satisfac- 
torily. To shift vessels 1,000 feet 
long from pier to landing stage and 
from landing stage to pier would 
be expensive for the shipowners, 
inconvenient for traffic, and wholly 
inefficient in every way.

After four years of consideration 
by the city the proposed $10,000;000

for its construction. . 

In the last week Mr. Kerrigan*has 
been occupied in surveying available 
sites for the college with.Mrs. Wil- 
liam H. Good, former County Judge 
Charles McDermott and other 'mem- 
bers of the Board of Higher Educa- 
tion, which .is responsible »for. the 
project. They, chose six sites for 
consideration by the Board of ‘Esti- 
mate. .The Mount. Prospect Reser- 
voir site, originally asked by. the 
Board ‘of Education, was put out of 
consideration by the decision of the 
Water: Department that it was still 
necessary for water supply. 

The two-block site occupied by the 
House’ of Good Shepherd at Hopkin- 
son Avenue and Pacific Street is 
understood to have the backing of a 
majority of the Board of Higher Ed- 
ucation. It was considered once by 
the city as a possible site for a new 
jail to. replace Raymond Street jail, 
but the negotiations were dropped 
because of disagreement on the price 
of the property. Its asking price is 
understood to be about $2,000,000, but 
the city may acquire it for less 
through condemnation or private 
purchase, ; ;

Evening sessions are held 
at Boys High School and for young 
women at the Girls Commercial High 
School, and about 700 night students 
from Brooklyn go to the main col- 
lege building at Convent Avenue and 
137th Street, Manhattan. 


Present Quarters Overcrowded. 


The need.of centralizing the ad- 
ministration~of the Brooklyn unit 
has been stressed by the Board of 
Higher Education by Borough Presi- 
dent James.J. Byrne and by Ralph 
Jonas, a former president of the 
Brooklyn Chamber of Commerce. 
The unit’s present quarters are de- 
scribed as makeshift and over- 
crowded and the rapidly increasing 
registration is taxing the college’s 
resources to the limit.

OF CITY'S NOISES 


Needle of Meter Jumps at 
Raucous Horn on Old Truck 
Used in Experiments. 








FINDS NO DREADFUL DINS 





Hubbub

Nine separate tests of the intensity 
of New York noises were made yes- 
terday for the Noise Abatement Com- 
mission at points: on or near lower 
Broadway by a créw of research en- 
gineers, working under the direction 
of Dr. R. H. Galt of the Bell Tele- 
phone Laboratories. 

Mounted on an ancient Health De- 
partment automobile—a circumstance 
which caused the needle of the sensi- 
tive street noise meter to shiver and 
jump at frequent intervals, register- 
ing in ‘‘decibels’’ its annoyance at 
the raucous buzz of the truck’s horn 
—the delicate. sound-measuring de- 
vices traveled about, recording va- 
rious local~ hubbubs. These ranged 
from the comparative cuiet of Foley 
Square to the deafening din of Broad- 
way and Canal ‘Street, where the 
final test was made, _— AN 

Once the experts almost succeeded 
in tracking:a_riveter. to his lair—a 
feat which: they: hope’ to accomplish 
before the month-of-testing is over— 
but as traffic prevented their bring- 
ing the instruments within a block 
of the offender; «the evidence col- 
lected was. by no meartis condemna- 
tory. In fact, the needle registered 
only four additional sensational units 
—no more than had been obtained 
from sounding their own horns. 

Besides the néise meter, the truck 
has another measuring device. This 
is for the purpose of determining tu 
what extent an individual’s ‘‘thresh- 
old of hearing’’ is raised by being 
surrounded with varying kinds of 
clamor. In a quiet room he can 
hear certain faint oscillating sounds, 
which are conveyed to his ear by 
means of an ordinary receiver at- 
tached to a talking machine, if they 
are amplified but twenty-two units. 
At Foley Square an amplification of 
forty-five was necessary, while at 
Broadway and Canal Street, it ranged 
from fifty to fifty-three. The re- 
ceiver is fitted with a raised cap to 
admit the street noises. 

The type of noise is also indicated 
by this device, for there are three 
bands on the talking machine record, 
each supplying an oscillation of .dif- 
ferent intensity. Difficulty in hear- 
ing the low notes. indicates the pres- 
ence of rumbling sounds, as from 
trucks or distant cannon, while the 
shrieking of a fire siren would ren- 
der it practically impossible to dis- 
tinguish the higher. ranges. All this 
data is tabulated with time and place. 
and will eventually be translated into 
visa! terms in a noise map of the 


city.

Flanagan Brothers’ café, which 
nestles in the shadow of Police Head- 
quarters at Grand and Centre Streets 
and which for eighteen years. has 
catered to the appetites of police 
officials as well.as those of the de- 


partment rank and file, was raided 
yesterday by Federal agents of the 
staff of Prohibition Administrator 
Maurice Campbell. 

The -raiders. entered the place. at 
12:45 P. M. when bar, lunch counter 
and dining room were filled with 
customers, among whom, it was said, 
were members of the Police Depart- 
ment in plain clothes. Two Federal 
agents. went immediately bchind the 
bar to search for liquor. They were 
soon joined by four others, “all ap- 
parently under the leadership of 
Agent Meyer Goldberg. 

hey found whisky, ale and’ beer, 
according to the charges- filed, and 
arrested Joseph A. .Flanagan and 
George Halley, his alleged bartender, 
both of whom. were arraigned later 
before United States Commissioner 
Garrett W. Cotter in the Federal 
Building. He released them under 
$1,000 bail each for a hearing on Dec. 
26. They were charged with main- 
taining a nuisance and possessing 
seven half barrels of beer, four quar- 
ter barrels of beer, 126 bottles of ale 
and three pints of whisky. 

Police Commissioner Grover Whalen 
was asked to comment on the raid 
but declined to do so. 

There was little excitement among 
the customers when‘the raid started. 
Those in the place were permitted to 
finish their luncheons and to pay 
their checks but were instructed to 
depart and not to return. Meanwhile 
a prohibition agent was posted at the 
Grand Street entrance and another 
at the Centre Street entrance, and 
those who sought to get in were 
turned back. 

At prohibition headquarters Assis- 
tant Administrator Hanford; in the 
absence of Mr. Campbell, refused to 
furnish any information on the raid. 
The raiding agents were equally reti- 
cent. Nevertheless, it was reported 
that a customer had furnished in- 
formation of the alleged gale of 
liquor.

J. Tartis Murdered on Bed 
at His Home. 












WAS LEFT ALONE IN HOUSE 


But Family Indicate He May. Have 
Had Visitor—Wife, Father, Sister 


Held as Witnesses. 








Captain John J. Tartis of the New- 
ark Fire Department was murdered 
some time late Tuesday night in the 
bedroom of his home at 160 Dayton 
Street, that city. His body, fully 
clothed, was discovered by his sister 
early yesterday morning. 

After a day of investigation, the 
police said they had not, been able to 
find more than a possible motive for 
the crime; they said they had been 
unable to find the pistol which was 
used in firing the shots;.they were 
not sure how the murderer had 
entered the house. 

At 7 o’clock Anna Tartis, who wa; 
taking her brother .a: cup. of tea, 
found .his room on: the second floor 
locked. No one answered her knock- 
ing, so she went outside and up an 
outside flight of stairs at the rear. 
The rear door to Tartis’s room was 
open, its key being on the floor. 


Found Body on Bed. 


Miss Tartis found the body of her 
brother on the bed. There was one 
bullet wound in the head and another 
in the elbow—the latter presumably 
received when he raised his arm to 
ward off the bullet. Another bullet 
had missed him ana was imbedded 
in the pillow. 

At first it was thought that Tartis | 
might have committed suicide, but 
after an examination by Chief 
Medical Examiner Harrison R. Mait- 
land that theory was abandoned. 

The police looked through the house 
for: the weapon. They could not 
find a .38-calibre. pistol, although 
there was one of. .32-calibre in the 
fire captain’s bureau drawer. But 
that one was loaded and had obvi- 
ously not been used during the last 

ear. 
yTartis’s father, Dominick, and his 
sister both said that they had been 
out Tuesday evening, and had seen 
the murdered man about 6 o’clock 
that evening when he was chopping 
wood in the back yard. The police 
gathered from their remarks. that 
the murderer might have entered the 
house through the front door, with 
a key, or he might have been ad- 
mitted by Tartis, himself. 

The police said Tartis had been 
estranged from his wife for about 
three years. She runs a grocery 
store at 504 South Jefferson Street. 
The police questioned her at length 
and reported that she said she was 
unable to remember the name of the 
man with whom she rented the store. 
She denied having been near the 
house of her husband during the past 
two months. 

According to the police, however, 
about two years ago Mrs. Tartis was 
arrested for having allegedly fired 
a shot into the Tartis home. The 
grand jury refused to indict her and 
the case was dropped. 


Tells of Wound in Head. 


Another sister of the dead man, 
Miss Mary Tartis, who is supervisor 
of nurses at the Jersey City Hospital, 
told the police that about two years 
ago she treated her brother for a 
slight gunshot wound in the head. 
He never would admit it*as a shot 
wound, she said, but from-her expe- 
rience she had known that it was. 
He would not tell her anything 
about it. 

Tn” October, 1928, ‘the police say, 
Captain Tartis was arrested at Hi l- 
side, N. J., charged with breaking 
into»the home of his wife at 
Winans Street the previous Septem- 
ber. He denied the charge, insisting 
that.his wife,had invited him to the 
house. So far as the police knew 
there was no action..by the grand 
jury in this matter. 

Captain Tartis was 41 years old, 
and had been in the Fire Depart- 
ment for eighteen years.

ALDINO CONVICTED 
OF KILLING WARDEN 


Found Guilty of. Second Degree 
Murder for Shooting in 
Woods Near Jamaica. 














FACES 20 YEARS TO LIFE 





Will Be Sentenced Tomorrow—Jury 
Weighs Evidence for Three 
Hours. 





Frank Aldino, Brooklyn tile. setter, 
who shot State Game Warden Wil- 
liam T. Cramer to death in Idlewild 
Woods, south of Jamaica, was con- 
victed of second degree murder last 
evening, less than two months after 
the crime. 

A “blue-ribbon jury’’ in the Queens 
County Court in Long Island City 
brought in a verdict at 6:30 P. M, 
after considering the evidence for 
three hours. 

Aldino will be sentenced tomorrow 
by Judge Frank Adel, before whom 
the case was tried. A sentence of 
twenty years to life is mandatory. 

Witnesses for the prosecution had 
described the shooting of the game 
warden as particularly atrocious and 
without plausible motive, 


Cramer Shot on Sept. 29. 


Cramer, an officer of small stature, 
but zealous and popular, was killed 
on Sept. 29 while on duty with War- 
den Joseph Allen. The wardens had 
heard firing and came upon dosepn 
Lentini, a friend of Aldino’s, who 
had gone hunting birds with him, 
They arrested Lentini and were tak- 
ing him through a clearing when 
they encountered Aldino. Aldino or- 
dered Cramer to release Lentini and 
then raised his shotgun and fired 
point-blank at the officer, killing him 
instantly. Then he beat Allen into 
unconsciousness and fled. 

Lentini was arrested soon after- 
ward and held as a witness. Several 
days later Aldino was traced to New- 
ark, where he was hunting work. 


Held Shooting Accidental. 


Aldino’s counsel, Edward U. Green, 
sought to prove that the shot was 
fired accidentally. Aldino took the 
stand and testified that he had been 
walking, through-the woods with.the 

n when he was shot in the wrist. 

e dropped the shotgun, he said, and 
it was discharged accidentally. A 
moment later, he said; Allen came 
upon” Him with a pistol and they 

rappled. He did not know, he testi- 

ied, that Cramer had been killed 
until he was arrested. 

The charge against Aldino was 
first degree murder. 

In his charge to the jury yester- 
day afternoon Judge Adel defined 
both first and second degree murder 
and first and second degree homicide 
and left the jury free to find its ver- 
dict on any one of them. 

Aldino is 33 years old and a vet- 
eran of the World War, in which he 
was said to have been shell-shocked. 
He lived at 2,106 Fulton Street,

hold hearings.on a $21,500,000 plan 
for increasing by 25 per cent the 
capacity of the Interborough’s Lex- 
ington Avenue subway line, Chair- 
man William G. Fullen indicated 
yesterday after a conference with 
representatives of the Fifth Avenue 
Association and. the Thirty-fourth 
Street-Midtown Association. 

The plan, drawn by Transit Com- 
mission engineers about a year ago, 
provides for ‘‘reservoir” stations at 
Grand Central. and at Thirty-third 
Street and the construction of a new 
line under Lexington Avenue from 
Thirty-first Street to Grand Central, 
for northbound traffic only. The 
plan. has been approved by the 
Thirty-fourth Street-Midtown Associ- 
ation. If put in operation it will re- 
sult in two one-way subway. lines 
with double island platforms at 
Thirty-third Street and Grand Cen- 
tral, each capable of handling 
crowds from two express trains 
bound in the same direction at the 
same time, It would require the 
construction of two new express sta- 
tions, both on Lexington Avenue, 
one at Thirty-third Street and the 
other between Forty-first and Forty- 
second Street. 


Sees Engineering Obstacles. 


Chairman Fullen told the conferees 
yesterday that serious engineering, 
financial and legal difficulties stood 
in the way of such a project. He 
indicated, however, that public hear: 
ings would be held so that the Inter- 
borough's point of view might be ob- 
tained. The company has already 
asserted, in court and out, that its 
financial condition prevents it from 
carrying out the platform extension 
and new-car program already or- 
dered by the commission. Under 
the city’s contract with the com- 
pany there is some question as te 
whether or not half of the estimated 
$21,500,000 cost of the project would 
have to be borne by the company, 
Mr. Fullen declared 
_The new plan calls for construc- 
tion of a three and four-track line 
under Lexington Avenue from 
Grand Central to Gramercy Park 
with a crossover to the present line 
at Thirty-first Street. Below that 
point the new line would be used for 
storage of ten-car express trains to 
be put into northbound use during 
the rush hours. 

Under the plan the present line 
would be used for southbound trains 
only, operating on two express 
tracks and a local track. The. new 
northbound line would opcrate in the 
same manner. Both lines would be 
provided with island platforms at 
Thirty-third Street and Grand Cen- 
tral. <A similar plan could be ap- 
plied to 125th Street at an estimated 
cost of $5,000,000.

FOUND HER NEAR COLLAPSE 





“Florence Nightingale’ of Burin 
Had Worked Without Rest 
for an Entire Week. 





Spécial to Thé New York Times. 

ST. JOHN’S, N. F., Nov. 27.—A 
special train afrived in St. Joliti’s 
today with members of the relief 
expedition from the flood-stricken 
Burin Peninsula, hearing tales of the 
hervism of a solitary nurse, ‘‘flie 
Florence Nightingale’ of the fisher- 
men. ~ 

According--to the official. report of 
the expedition, one nurse, the only 
ohne in the entire area devastated by 
| last wéek’s tidal wave, was taken 
aboard the relief ship Meigle in a 
state of exhaustion, after days of 


alone and on foot, administering 
first aid. 

The report said the nurse, D. 
Cherry of the Ninia Centre at La- 
Maline, had known no rest, day or 
night, nor assistance of any kind, 
ftom the day the tidal wave struck, 
on Nov. 18, until she was taken 
aboard ship a week later. The text 
of the report is as follows: 

SHIP 


ON BOARD RELIEF 
MEIGLE, BURIN, Nov. 25.—The 
Florence Nightingale of the earth- 
quake and tidal wave disaster on the 
southwest coast is Nurse D. Cherry 
of the Ninia Centre at Lamaline, 
Newfoundland Outport Nursing In- 
dustrial Association. 

At every point the Meigle has 
called we have heard stirring tales 
of her courage and devotion to the 
interests of the survivors. Startin 
het work of mercy immediately af- 
ter the occurrence of the catastro- 
phe, she has known no rest, day or 
ni it, since then, and has been with- 
out assistance of any kind until the 
arrival of the coast of the -doctots 
and nurses of our relief expedition. 

Superhuman Effort. 

‘Tt must have been an almost 
supérhuman éffort for Nurse Cherry 
to make her way on foot all through 
the stricken area from Lamaline to 
Lawn, a distance of twenty miles. 
Roads and bridges were swept away, 
and she had to wade many of the 
streams en route. The weather was 
intensely cold, with snow falling al- 
most all the time. 

“Her ministration proved nothing 
les8 than pfrovidential to the terror- 
stricken women and children. She 
got through the district as quickly 
as possible, sparing herself not at 
all, and after renderifig first aid in 
one séttlement she movéd on along 
until something had been done every- 
where to help and te cheer the 
stricken. 

“Courage arid devotion were re- 
quired for the journey, which was 
made right after the woeful destruc- 
tion of the tidal wave.

Mr. McCauley, who wore down his 
health struggling desperately to 
avert the failure of the institutions, 
which had been crippled in the de- 
flation period of 1920, was in Tulsa 
yesterday attempting to float.a loan 
with which to carry the Sapulpa 
State Bank over the crisis. C. J. 
Alexander, Assistant State Bank 
Commissioner in charge of this bank, 
said he was unsuccessful.

WISP OF SMOKE GIVES 
HOPE EIELSON IS ALIVE 


Dog Team Driver Sees It in 
Siberian Wastes—Flier 
Carried a Stove. 


NOME, Alaska., Nov. 27 (®).—New 
hope rose. today for the safety of 
Carl Ben Eilelson and his mechanic, 
Earl Borland, missing since they 
took off Nov. 9 from Teller, Alaska, 
on an attempted flight to the ice- 
locked ship Nanuk, as tha result of 
a report by a native dog team driver 
that he had seen smoke in an isolated 
spot near North Cape, Siberia. 

The Nanuk is ice-bound with the 
Soviet ship Stavropol at North Cape 
and EHielson was attempting a rescue 
flight when he disappeared.

A. C. Meyer Testifies That They 
as Well as Democrats Got 
“Protection” Payments. 








TELLS OF RISE IN TRIBUTE 





Witnese Aserts He Gave Fourth of 
Profits to Politicians, but Had 
to Increase It to Third. 





Republican politicians, as well as 
Democtfatic, réteived payments for 
“protection’”’ in connection with the 
operation “of the Albany baseball 
pool, August C. Meyer, former head 
of the Capital City Pool, testified 
yesterday at the trial of James J. 
Otto for perjury alleged to have 
been committed when he testified 
about the activities of the pool be- 
fore the Federai grand jury. 

Meyer’s pool was combined with 
Otto’s, which was known as the 
Business. Men’s Pool, in May, 1924,

Pool, and it was a | 
later, Meyer testified under examina- 
tion by United States Attorney 
Tuttle, that-Otto approached him on 
the subject of supplying protection 
money to Republicans. 

As was the case yesterday, when 
William F. Buchanan mentioned the 
name ‘‘Ed Corning’’ in the list of 
Democratic politicians to whom pay- 
ments were made, Mr. Tuttle did not 
attempt to identify individuals. 
Meyer referred particularly to a Re- 
publican who was elected to the 
office of Sheriff in Albany County 
in the 1924 elections, but he was not 
pressed for further details. 


Says He Paid Third of Profits. 


Meyer testified that while he oper- 
ated independently, he had paid 
25 per cent of his profits for protec- 
tion, but that following the merger 
Otto had maintained that 50 per cent 
should be so expended. A compro- 
mise was finally reached on 33 1-3 per 
cent, he said: 

Shortly after this arrangement had 
been made, he testified, a Republi- 
can was elected sheriff. Otto, he 
said, then came to him and said that 
since there was a Republican sheriff, 
some provision would have to be 
made for him. Meyer explained that 
a‘ share of the profits was thereafter 
paid through a messenger, but he 
did not make clear whether the pay- 
ments were to the individual, or to 
what he terméd: ‘‘the Republican or- 
ganization.’’ 

In explaining the details of the 
merging of the two pools, Meyer 
said that he had conversations with 
Daniel O’Connell, who was men- 
tioned by William F. Buchanan in 
the list of Democratic. politicians 
who received a ‘cut’? from the 
profits. O’Connell told him. Meyer 
said, that anything Buchanan said 
was all right with him. 

The plans for the merger, he said. 
were developed at conferences held 
at Buchanan’s home. The pools used 
baseball scores as the basis for se- 
lecting winners in the Summer and 
stock market quotations in the Win- 
ter. It was agreed that he should 
work for Otto and Buchanan in the 
Summer, -Meyer said, and they should 
work for him in the Winter, thus be- 
ing on a salary basis half of the 
year. 

Under cross-examination, Meyer 
said that he a given up his con- 
nection with the pool in the Fall of 
1926. On redirect examination he ex- 
plained that he left-the pool imme- 
diately after his conviction on charges 
growing out of the pool operation in 
Boston because ‘‘that had been a2 
lesson’’ to him.

Union Scores Baldwin Cabinet 
for Inadequate Protection.

LONDON, Nov. 27.—The attacks 
on the Conservative party leadership 
by dissatisfied members of the party, 
which were squelched by Stanley 
Baldwin at the recent Tory confer- 
ence, were renewed today from a 
new quarter at the annual meeting 
of the National Union of Manufac- 
turers. 

George Terrell, president of the 
manufacturers’ organization, after 
declaring that he was a member of 
the Conservative party, condemned 
the recent Baldwin government for 
not giving British industry sufficient 
protection against foreign competi- 
tion by safeguarding duties on im- 
ports. 

‘The late government,’’ he said,

In the midst of the hold-up a po- 
liceman walked in but was forced to 
face the wall with his hands in the 
air. The bandits rushed out of the 
bank firing parting shots, jumped 
into an automobi'e manned by a 


fourth robber and fled. Later they 
were reported driving at high speed 
toward the lower coast in a stolen 
autcmobile. Police reserves were 
handicapped in pursuit by being 
forced to cross the Mississippi River 
by ferry, giving the bandits a lead. 

Shortly after the hold-up three 
other bandits got the limit of the law 
in criminal court for robbing the 
money car of the Hibernia Bank and 
Trust. Company last Summer. Fred 
Kelley was sentenced to from four- 
teen to twenty-eight years and Lu- 
ther Reed and Thomas Patterson 
from nine to fourteen years.

Some of the madness that infects 
the American when he finds himself 
set down excitedly in Paris has also 
infected the new musical festival at 
the Lyric Theatre, labeled ‘‘Fifty Mil- 
lion Frenchmen,”’ on the assumption 
that so many Gauls cannot be wrong. 
It is brisk, crack-brained, smartly ac- 
coutred and modishly salacious. What 
might be described as the normal 
atavism of the tourist keeps the 
humor from going over the head of 
the average theatregoer. Several of 
the ‘‘Fifty Million Frenchmen’’ de- 
scribed in the title wander through

verish American Express Company, 
the Café de la Paix, the races and 
the Claridge. But they are much 
obscured by a generous portion of 
the fifty million Americans who put 
Paris on a paying basis every Sum- 
mer—and cannot be right. 

In order to pick some unity out of 
the confusion of the tourist’s search 
for the hidden wonders of Paris, 
Herbert Fields has strung together a 
book about a rich young American 
who has fallen in love, patriotically, 
with one of his own countrywomen. 
Under normal circumstafices the 
book would not matter. But the 
young man in this fandango happens 
to be William Gaxton, who is no wit 
but who is enormously ie 
a boyish sort of irresponsibility. 
When wit is lacking, energy is a 
satisfactory substitute. And as the 
American who accepts a bet to live 
entirely on his wits for a month, Mr. 
Gaxton whirls through the Ritz bar 
like a football tackle, bellows his way 
around town as an official guide, 
manages to do something by way of 
amusement with those galvanic post- 
cards; and in the second act, weéli- 
bushed in a luxuriant beard, he 
travesties a magician in a very hi- 
larious rough-and-tumble sketch. 

For the rest, they have ‘made a 
good deal of enjoyable japery out 
of the footless American’s pastimes 
in Paris. You will see the American 
Express Company at its most imper- 
sonal, the Terre Hauteans on a ram- 
page in the bars and at the races, 
Mr. and Mrs. Rosen and Junior, 
from Battle Creek, grasping at cul- 
tural straws and learning the French 
accent with a clothes-pin on the nose 
—the rug vendors, les belles impures, 
the maiden lady attending to the 
more iniquitous frivolities. 

Meanwhile, the show dances along 
with enlivening rapidity. As the 
composer, Cole Porter, has written 
pleasant tunes and excellent lyrics— 
a mauve Apache, entitled ‘‘Find Me 
a. Primitive Man,’’ which Evelyn 
Hoey sings with jaunty spirit; an 
amusing number, ‘‘Do You Want to 
See Peris?’’ staged with snap, the 
usual ‘‘I’m in Love,’’ which -Gene- 
vieve ‘Tobin sings well, and to which 
Ceballos’s Hollywood Dancers, as they 
choose to call themselves, do a spec- 
tacular trick with black and white 
costumes. The lithe Betty Compton 
dances with her peculiar dash and 

race. Helen Broderick, balladeer, 
ntones the irrefutable logic of the 
fur coat scionct, and évokes the 
melancholy of an oyster that at- 
tempts high society. 

With eostumes designed under the 
supervision of James Reynolds, 
“Fifty Million Frenchmen”’ is strik- 
ingly handsome throughout. Several 
of the chorus exits, arranged to dis- 
play the costumes to good advantage, 
are stunning spectacles. In Gene- 
vieve Tobin they have a leading lady 
of amiable personality, who wears 
her costumes conspicuously well. And 
for what this frolic may lack in gen- 
uine wit and humor, it makes ade- 
quate compensation in pace, style of 
investiture and its friendly personnel.

Mr. Marcin’s play exploits or at- 
tempts to exploit the dramatic pos- 
sibilities of the use of hypnotic 
power—that is to say, the Black Art 
—by an unscrupulous fellow who 
chooses to make women his victims 
and the tools of his ambition. In 
accepting the subject the playwright 
accepts also the hatidicap of the sub- 
ject. That handicap is that it re- 
moves the hypnotized persons who 
must appear as persons of the drama 
from the entire field of the inter- 
play of human motives and emotions 
which is the field of the drama. 

The hypnotized person is not a 
person of thé drama. In this case 
there are two puppets, because two 
women by turns are presented as the 
unscrupulous fellow’s victims. ‘The 
effect upon the play as a play is to 
create difficulties which have driven 
the playwright to shufflings and 
reshufflings of the plot and of the 
action in order to arrive at an issue. 

Though, on the whole, the result of 
all the shuffling has produced the 
form of a play with interesting, and 
even intense, moments and a not un- 
worthy dramatic, or melodramatic, 
climax, the sense of the shufflings is 
one that remains for the onlooker. 
That is, unless what the onlooker 
takes for shufflings of the deck are 
the mere effects of bafflement due to 
the fact that the two puppet charac- 
ters are removed to another world. 
Because they can be operated only 
by the strings which the’ hypnotist 
holds, nothing from the other per- 
sons in the action can get over to 
them. 

If these observations seem vague 
they nevertheless represent the play, 
because they contain the impression 
produced by the Play. 

The impression of the acting of the 
piece is much clearer. The char- 
acterization of the unscrupulous fel- 
low by John Halladay is admirably 
conceived and skillfully carried out 
to convey the sort of personality 
which in a médical quack disarms 
the women and makes the men sus- 
picious. As the action of the drama 
turns on the attempt of a lady-novel- 
ist member of an Academy of Science 
and Art to inject the charlatan into 
that sacred body, and as two scenes 
actually take place at academy meet- 
ings, there are opportunities for ef- 
fect which transfer the familiar court 
100m and cabinet room lay-outs to a 
different interior at le ast. 

Males maddened by what the 

dealer in spells does with their wo- 
men-folk are impersonated with con- 
Viction and sincerity by King Calder 
and Paul Harvey. Both of the pup- 
pets are well done. One of them is 
endowed with beauty. and an appeal 
almost poignant—though the manner 
of it is very quiet—by Kay Strozzi. 
e Indeed, if the play throughout were 
as good as the acting, there would 
be no question of the merit of the 
offering. 


‘SILVER SWAN’ MADE 
ACCORDING TO PATTERN 


‘Light Opera at the Martin Beck 
| Has All Conventional Ingre-

THE SILVER SWAN, a ‘Viennese musical 
romance”’ in two acts. Music by H. Mau- 
rice Jacquet, book by William 8.

‘There were all these last eve- 
ning in ‘‘The Silver Swan,’’ pleas- 
am, conventional and _  undistin- 
guished, as it made its way into town 
under the guidance of Herman 
Gantvoort. 

Seeking, as every other musical 


romance has done, the valse theme 
path which ‘The Merry Widow’’ 
found and followed long ago, ‘‘The 
Silver Swan’’ achieves its quota, too, 
of stage pictures, occasionally charm- 
ing in their always confectionery 
sense. It has its share, to, of 
bright and artificial colors, of uni- 
forms and of the synthetic dash so 
obviously awaiting the score that 
might happen by to.galvanize them 
into success. 

Maurice Jacquet’s score, amiably 
as it is fitted to William S. Brady 
and Alonzo Price’s routine book, is 
so far from being memorable that it 
is, instead, merely adequate. It has 
a marching song for the officers and 
their ladies. It has a Sainkigg. song 
for the. monocled officers. t~ has 
one song—‘‘Till I Mét You’’—which 
the leads sing once and dwell upon 
in two mellow reprises. And then it 
has another song, ‘‘Cigarette,’’ call- 
ing upon Edward Nell Jr, to sing 
while smoking meditatively with his 
fellow officers, which represents Mr. 
Jacquet’s best achievement of the 
evening. This is, like the score it- 
self, attractive without suggesting 
melodic originality, and rhythmic 
without any strong hint of versatile 


orchestration.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—Satisfac- 
tory progress was reported by Gen- 
eral Charles P. Summerall, Army 
Chief of Staff, in his annual report 
today in training and developing the 
army during the fiscal year 1929. 

‘“‘We have exerted every effort,’* 
he said, ‘‘to train the components of 
the army of the United States not 
only in the duties which they them- 
selves must perform, but in, team 
work with a view to eliminating con- 
fusion and reducing the time element 
in the formation of divisions. Con- 
siderable progress has been made-in 
this direction and much has been 
accomplished, even though the.train- 
ing, in many respects,.is limited to 
the regiment. 

“I .have been greatly impressed 
with the enthusiasm pervading the 
various commands [I have ' visited.

unerring accuracy. 


Ohioan on Defensive. 


So far as the bout went, Chocolate 
had things his own way. As he has 
done in many of his other minor | 
engagements in the local ring, Choc- 
olate completely outclassed his foe 
as a boxer. He caught O’Dowd with

Stocks Irregular, Gaining Slight- 
ly on Light Transactions— 
Time Money Still Easier. 








The week ended yesterday, so far 
as the Stock Exchange was con- 
cerned; it ended with a market 
whose total transactions Wall Street 
would lately have described as ex- 
tremely small, but as a rule with 
moderate net advances. This great 
shrinkage in volume of business, as 
compared with its recent magnitude. 
has attracted puzzled comment from 
outsiders, in view of the fact that so 
important sourees of . buying and 
selling still have reason to exist, in 
the shape of ‘‘bargain-purchasers”’ 
on the one hand and ‘distress sell- 
ing’’ on the other. 

Wall Street itself is quite aware of 
the reason—that the huge mass of 
orders lately contributed daily, first 
by the ‘“‘speculative leaders’ ani 
second by the professional specula- 
tors for the rise and fall, has all but 
ceased. In a market drifting uncer- 
tainly, as this one does, under the 
fairly well-controlled alternative in- 
fluence of real buying and selling, 
puazied about the business future 
and deprived altogether of the im- 
pelling force of speculative imagina- 
tion, dullness in trading as com- 
pared with the very recent past is 
the most natural of all results. Like 
the return of the money market to 
the lowest rates since 1927, this rela- 
tive inactivity on the Stock Ex- 
change is itself a logieal conse- 
quence of the great readjustment. 

Aside from the response of State 
authorities and industrial leaders to 
the President’s appeal for the speed- 
ing-up of construction work, the 
day’s news from trade and industry 
was not altogether favorable. Load- 
ings of railway freight have in past 
years pretty accurately reflected the 
course of trade. Their rapid shrink- 
age after the middle of December, 
1920, for instance, as compared not 
only with immediately preceding 
weeks but with the same weeks a 
year before, was a measure of the 
trade reaction which ensued. Fol- 
lowing six weeks in which somewhat 
less freight was loaded than in 1928 
or 1926, the loadings reported yes- 
terday for the week ending Nov. 16 
were the smallest of any full busi- 
ness week since April, and less than 
those of the corresponding week in 
any of the past half-dozen years ex- 
cept 1927; the decrease being largest, 
not in grain or coal but im miscel- 
laneaus freight. 

Diminishing production was again 
reported in the steel trade surveys. 
The Steel Corporation is working at 
68 per cent of capacity; the Chicago 
district, notwithstanding large rail- 
way orders, at 70 per cent, and mills 
dependent chiefly on motor car com- 
pany orders at 65. On the average, 
this is a lower percentage than at 
the end of November in any but one 
of the last six years, whose average 
output at this time ranged mostly 
at or above 80 per cent. It is about 
the same as it was at this time in 
the Autumn trade reaction of 1927. 

It would be pleasanter not to re. 
cord these current developments; 
which, indeed, may in part at least 
be ascribed to the now admitted 
overstimulation of productive ac- 
tivity last Summer, whereby the 
present Autumn was robbed of some 
oerders which would usually be placed 
this month. But the facts must be 
recognized in any attempt to meas- 
ure the actual situation—all the more 
so, perhaps, because of a disposition 
visible in some quarters, to assume 
from the response of industrial lead- 
ers to Mr. Hoover’s appeal for speed- 
ing-up construction plans that trade 
will not be at all affected by recent 
events, Some newspaper headlines 
haye even begun to deseribe. indus- 
trial cooperation as an ‘‘aid to the 
Hoover boom,” meaning that. busi- 
ness is to be more active than ever 
in immediate sequel to the financial 
break-down. The psychological use- 
fulness of the President’s energetic 
policy has been of the highest; but 
the general drawing of such deduc- 
tions from it, under all the circum- 
stances, might do serious mischief.

_ SINCLAIR IN OFFICE 


His First Official Action on 
Retarn From Jail Is to Pre- 
side Over Committee. 














Harry F. Sinclair was in his office 
as chairman of the board of the Sin- 
clair Oil Corporation yesterday, for 
the first time since he began serving 
a jail sentence in Washington Iast 
June for contempt of the United 


States Senate. His first official ac- 
tion was to preside at the semi- 
monthly meeting of the executive 
committee of the company which was 
convening as he entered the Sinclair 
building on Nassau Street. 

The meeting transacted only rou- 
tine business, but the greetings from 
members of the committee who had 
not seen Mr. Sinclair since June kept 
him in the committee room long 
enough for word to spread around 
the financial district that he was 
back. When he reached his office a 
group of banking house representa- 
tives, business men, and friends was 
waiting to welcome him. The flow- 
ers which have been arriving since 
Monday were unpacked and his desk 
and much of the floor of his office 
were covered with floral tributes 
carrying messages of good-will. There 
also were many telegrams and other 
messages. 

Mr. Sinclair’s private office and 
anteroom were filled with callers 
throughout the day. Among those in 
the crowd were George Loft, ex- 
Senator Robert L. Owen, and P. D. 
C. Ball, ice machinery manufacturer, 
of St. Louis, owners of the St. Louis 
Browns baseball team. 

The only business Mr. Sinclair 
tried to transact after the meeting 
of the executive committee was an- 
swering the congratulatory messages, 
but because of the number of callers 
he abandoned even that. He re- 
mained at his offices until nearly 6 
o’clock. 

To newspaper men, Mr. Sinclair 
had his secretary convey the infor- 
mation that he had nothing to say 
that would be of interest to the 
public.

ROAD ASKED HIGHER FIGURE 





Amount Will Be Brought Up to 
Date—Eastman Dissents on the 
Methods Adopted.

+ WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—A report 
fixing. $1,578,206,614 as the final val- 
uation, as of dates from June 30, 
1916, to June 30, 1919, of the New 
York Central Railroad and the sixty- 
nine subsidiary corporations con- 
stituting its system was made public 
today by the Interstate Commerce 


Commission. 

The report contained a dissenting 
opinion by Commissioner Eastman, 
pon y+ ro doubt that the methods of 
valuation adopted by the commis- 
sion were ‘altogether consistent’’ 
with the views expressed by the Su- 
preme Court in the famous O’Fallon 
casé, in which the court ruled that 
cost of reproduction new was among 
the elements which must be given 
consideration. 

The commission stated that it was 
intended to bring the valuation as re- 
ported today up to date, as required 
by the valuation act, but made no 
reference to whether in doing so it 
would make any important altera- 
tion of policy because of the court’s 
ruling. 

Commissioner Eastman, a former 
chairman and one of the more pro- 


gressive of the commission members, | 


held it was obvious that the valua- 
tion announced today could not be 
put into actual use. either in recap- 
tute or in the regulation of rates. 
He indicated a belief that the com- 
mission should bring its conclusions 
up to date, after due considetation 
was given the O’Fallon decision, be- 
fore making them public, and felt 
that the chief value of the reports 
as of earlier dates, which have now 
been made not only in the New York 
Central case, but in the instance of 
most of the other big railroad sys- 
tems, was to be found in the under- 
lying data that they presented. 


Decision Reached Last July. 


In making public the report on the 
New York Central system's valua- 
tion, the commission announced that 
the decision had been reached on 
July 8, 1929, despite the delay in giv- 
ing it pttblicity, Sut even this date 
was some six weeks subsequent to 
the rendering of the O’Fallon de- 
cision bv the Supreme Court. 


Mr. Eastman in his dissenting 
opinion said: 
“The decision of the Supreme 


Court on May 20, 1929, in St. Louis 
& O'Fallon Railway ie peor vs. 
United States makes it desirable, I 
bélieve, for us to review our methods 
of valuation and consider whether 
they are consistent in all respects 
with the views expressed by the 
court. I doubt whether they ere al- 
together consistent, for apparently it 
is the view of the court that value 
for rate-making purposes. shotild 
correspond with its conception of the 
actual value of property, using the 
word ‘value’ as it is used in com- 
moh partlance. 

‘“here is much that may and 
should ultimately be said in regard 
to this matter, but such discussion 
may appropriately be deférréd, I 
think, until we bring the value of 
some ofie impottant carrier up to 
date and use that value in the exer- 
cise of our power of regulation. 

“While a single-sum value as of a 
rather remote date in the past is 
fixed by this report and order, it is 
obvious that this value cannct be 
put to actual use, either in recap- 
ture or in the regulation of rates. 
These primary or basic valuations 
are chiefly important because of the 
underlying data which they accumu- 
late and classify and because they 
providé a foundation for the ascer- 
tainment of subsequent valuations, 
at later dates, which can be put to 
actual uée.”’ 


Reproduction as of 1914. 


The commission stated that the 
aggregate value whith had tenta- 
tively been found of the properties 


of the New York Central System 
had been $1,550,176,974, or $28,029,640 
less than the figure fixed in the 
ruling today. 

On the same price basis the New 
York Coacapl S} etean, contended for 
an regate value of approximately 
$1, S000, exclusive of wotking 
capital. The estimated costs of ré- 
production covéred in. the report 
were based upon 1914 level of prices. 

The valuation figure sought by the 
railroads, the commission said, con- 
templated a much stiatier deduction 
for depreciation than _ tentatively 
Made and a large provision for ap- 
preciation, the major portion of the 
excess over estimated cost of repro- 
duction, less depreciation and land 
values, being treated by the protes- 
tants as appreciation of roadway. 

It is contended,’ the commission 
said, ‘‘that using as a basis of com- 

ison the téntative finding of 
epreciation d the conclusions 
realized by us other casés, the 
amount for app tion in this case 
should equal approximately 50 per 
cent of the amount reported for de- 
preciation. It is not apparent, how- 
ever, that there is éfinite rela- 
tionship between th two items. 

“The sum claimed also includes 10 
per cént for so-called goihg-concéern 
value. The operating record of the 
New York Central System is asserted 
to be as impressive as that of any 
railroad in this country, if not in 
the world, ahd maximum fecognition 
is sought of all facts and circum- 
stancea that have condu¢ed to this 
achievement. 

“No attempt was made at the hear- 
ing to establish any definite sums of 
money as representing the apprecia- 
tion and other intangible values 
inherent in the properties, pro- 
testants. having been content to 

rove the facts upon which we must 

ertain final values, 

“But they do insist that inade- 
quate provision for these elements 
has been made in the _ tentative 
valuations, particularly when com- 
pared with our findings in the case 
of other carriers with shorter his- 
torlés, less favorable locations and 

: ive service records.

‘The cost of reproduction now of 
the common carrier property owned 
and used by this road, exclusive of 
lands and rights therein, on valua- 
tion date we find to be $661,241,101 
and the cost of réproduction less de- 
preciation $523,814,004.. The value on 
valuation date of the common carrier 
lands owned and used is $150,823,899, 
that of rights in public. domain 
owned and used, $446,519, and that 
of rights in private lands owned and 
used, $65,055. 

“The estimates of cost of reproduc- 
tion covered by this report are based 
upon the 1914 level of prices, while 
the values of the common-carrier 
lands covered by the report are based 
upon the fair average of the normal 
market value of lands adjoining and 
adjacent to the rizhts of way, yards 
and terminals of the carriers, as of 
valuation date. This discrepancy 
will be removed when we adjust to 
later dates, in accordance with the 
requirements of the valuation’ act, 
the fina) values herein reported. 


All Facts Considered. 


‘‘We have given careful considera- 
tion to all facts of record bearing on 
the value of this carrier as an or- 
ganized, developed, well-maintained 


and seasoned property in successful 
operation as a going concern. We 
find that the value for rate-making 

urposes of the property of the New 

ork Central, owned and used for 
purposes of a common carrier as of 
valuation data is $745,390,000; of 
property owned but not used, $5,790,- 
880, and of property used but not 
owned, $309,144,244.’ 

The commission also gave a list of 
the valuation of the other roads em- 
braced in the proceeding, which, 
added to the value placed upon the 
New York Central, plus $47,331,893 
for working capital, gave the grand 
total of $1,578,206,614.

The latter 
should show in their investment in 
road and équipment accouhts the 
consideration actually paid for the 
propasty acquired in the consolida- 
on. 
A loan of public credit to a railroad 
cofporation in raising money for 
construction purposes, while hot a 
donation, is an aid and should be 
reported as such. 

Contributions of the carrier toward 
the total cost of roof and supports 
for a tttnnel, masonry in the tunnel 
and viaducts for intersecting streets, 
inctirred in connection with the low- 
ering of its line in Park Avenue, | 
New York City, were not improperly | 
classified as the cost of rights in 
public dgmain under the circum- 
stances of this case, whére the ma- 
jor imtnediate use of the structures 
is to support the streets, and part 
of the cost of the work was borne 
by the city. 


Should Deduct Public Contributions. 


Contributions of public authorities 
toward grade-crossing eliminations 
should be deducted from the cost of 
structures built for that purpose. 

Work that would not be nécessary 
if roads were obliterated and recon- 
structed should not be provided for 
in the estimates of cost of repro- 
duction, but outlays of a capital na- 
ture for grading, paving, &c., made

Ceotral Withholds ‘Comment: . 
The New York Central Railroad 
issued a statetient following the an- 


nouncement. of :the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission’s valuaticn of its 
lines, that until the valuation was 
brought, up to date there would be 
no occasion for it to take a stand 
in the situation. This .meant the 
railroad would take no steps to pro- 
test or accept the valuation until 
it was completed by the inclusion of 
current values. 

“The valuations of the New York 
Central Lines are as of various 
dates from June 30, 1915, to June 


-30, 1919, both inclusive,” said the 


railroad's statement. ‘The engineer- 
ing costs are based on 1914 prices, 
which are to be revised when the 
valuations are brought down to later 
dates. The total valuation of the 
used transportation property of the 
system upon which the return to the 
carriers is based is $1,578.206,614. 
This is $28,029,640 in excess of the 
tentative valuations. ‘The total of 
the valuations for the vystem as a 
whole exceeds the total of the in- 
vestment accounts as of correspond- 
ing dates. : 

“The companies [in the New York 
Central system] made appropriate 
reservations of their rights in con- 
troversial matters, and cooperated 
with the Bureau of Valuation in the 
ascertainment of basic facts. Ob- 
viously, there can be no occasion for 
any assertion of the rights reserved 
until the valuations are brought 
down to date.’’ 

The New York Central describes 
as ‘a notable feature’? of the com- 
mission’s report the description of 
the New York Central system on 
the dates of valuation. is part 
of the report, which makes refer- 
ence to the brief filed by the rail- 
road in the valuation proceedings, 
follows: 

“A large mass of statistics was 
introduced showing the actual per- 
formance of the various roads of 
the system from 1908 to 1917, with 
the percentage increases in volume 
of traffic computed. On valuation 
dates these lines traversed 260 coun- 
ties in the most densely settled sec- 
tion of the 7 having @ popu- 
lation of nearly .30,000,000. 

“The volume of freight handled 
during 1917 excceded 260,000,000 tons. 
The total ton-miles equaled 43,566,- 
554,378, and Sg? ye pe ne were 
4,279,723,535. @ system owned 5,- 
902 freight and passenger locomo- 
tives, 257,886 freight-train cars, and 
4,712 pass@nger-train cars. 

“The merits of the route through 
the Hudson and Mohawk Valleys and 
along the south shores of the Great 
Lakes, with the lowest summit éle- 
vations and the best grades of all 
Bastern roads, the vast network of 
gathering lincs, afid the great ter- 
minal facilities at various points are 
described in some détail and em- 
phasized. 

Low Cost of Service. 

“The favorable gradés are reflected 
in relatively low cost of service per 
train-mile, ton-mile, or passenger- 
mile. The access of these lines to 
the bituminous coal fields of Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio, West Virginia, Indi- 
ana and Illinois is deemed a great 
advantage in their economy of opera- 
tion and as an inducement for the 
location of iron and steel mills and 
other indtstries along the Great 
Lakes. 

“The great industries in the Ma- 
honing Valley and ttsburgh dis- 
tricts are served by the system tines. 
Increasing development of Bufaflo 
asa ae céntre and of the auto- 
mobile industry in Southern Mich- 
igan is also stress¢d. 

“The patronage of the public is re- 
ferred to, not in anv direct effort to 
capitalize éernings but as evidence 
of the capacity of the system and of 
the effort put forth by the manage- 
ment to pérforth its transportation 
functions. 

“Its uniformly high standards of 
construction, equipment and main- 
tenance are aliludzd to in this con- 
nection. During a period of fourteen 
years before and after valuation 
dates the four principal roads in the 
system are reported to have expend- 
ed the sum of $792,000,000 in the up- 
keep of their ptoperties. Concut- 
rently they experienced a continual 
increase in their earnings. 

“The permanerit records of the 
companies, with the knowledge that 
they afford of past performances, 
sources of traffic and public de- 
mands, contract rights, technical 
studies ahd many other matters, are 
also said to constitute an element of 
considerable valué in connection with 
the utilization of the properties.’

merce Commission. 

The application, submitted by the 
Chesapeake & Ohio Railway Com- 
pany, asks that that road be per- 
mitted to acquire title to the other 
roads, with a view to managing the 
three properties under one adminis- 
trative control.

The Chesapeake & Ohio acquired a 
substantial minority stock interest ip 
the Hocking Valley in 1906, and it 
came into control of the latter by 
purchase of additional shares consti- 
tuting more than a majority in 1010. 

The Chesapeake & Hocking con- 
nects the tracks of the Chesapeake & 
Ohio and Hocking Valley and has 
approximetely sixty-three miles of 
track within the State of Ohio. The 
Chesapeake & Ohio incorporated the 
Chesapeake & Hocking in September, 
1926, for the purpose of constructing 
the line, and owns all of the Chega- 
peake & Hocking’s outstanding stock 
of 148,077 shares of the par value 
of $100 each.

Carriers’ Incomes Reduced in October; 
Roads Fail to Lift Net Faster Than Gross 





The first thirty-seven railroads to re- 
port earnings for October showed net 
operating incomes totaling $96,866,000, 
against $104,552,000 in October, 1928, 
a decrease of 7.3 per cent. Their 
September net amounted to $80,- 


,000. 
October gross revenues __ totaled 
9,435,000 against $348,810,000 in 
ctober, 1928, an increase of 1.3 per 
cent. 
$332,576,000. 

In previous months this year the 
railroads increased their net operat- 
ing income in greater proportion 
than their ss. These figures in- 
dicate that possibly more expendi- 
tures were madé on maintenance to- 
ward the close of the year than in 
the earlier months. Despite the de- 
crease in October net, the ten 
months’ net will be higher than that 
in the corresponding period last year.

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TIME LIMIT ON WHEAT 
IN PORT HERE IS LIFTED 
Lowman Suspends 30-Day Rule 


as Canadian Grain Piles Up 
in New York Harbor.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—Orders 
were issued today by Seymour Low- 
map, Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury in charge of customs, sus- 
pending the regulation under which 
foreign wheat in transit must be re- 
moved from New York termini within 
a period of thirty days after its ar- 
rival at the port.

The business interests of New 
York concerned asked the treasury 
to issue an order permitting this 
wheat to be held at the port for a 
year, if necessary, but Mr. Lowman 
decided that such an extension of 
time would be inadvisable from a 
customs standpoint. 

His orders are that the wheat may 
be held for an indéfinite period, but 
hope was.expressed. by. the treasury 
that the product would be shipped 
outward within the next ninety days. 

Under the customs regulatiéns, 
wheat in transit may be kept at New 
York under ordinary conditions for 
a period of thirty days, and in emer- 
gencies for a period of ninety days, 
This limitation of time is imposed | 
by law to prevent the port from be! 
coming clogged with merchandise of 
foreign origin shipped to an Amer- 
ican port for transportation abroad.

WHEAT CROP OUTLOOK GOGD 


Winter Grain Not Injured by Recent , 
Low Temperatures. 








The weekly weather report issued 


yesterday by the government was as 
follows: 


Considerable progress was made in pick 
ing cotton in the northern portion of the 
belt the first part of the week, but the 
cold, cloudy and rainy weather the latter 
part was generally unfavorable. Rather 
heavy snowfail occurred in the central 
belt as far south as Northwestern Louisi- 
ana. There is much cotton remaining in 
the fields in parts of the northeastern belt 
and on some lowlands of the north-central 
area, while considerable low-grade staple 
is still out in parts of Oklahoma. In 
scrapping was low because of the severe 
weather. : 

The low temperatures: of the week made 
field work unpleasant in the corn belt, but 
at the same time the weather was mostly 
fair, - with considerable frozen ground, 
which permitted rather active operation in 
gathering corn in many places. In addi- 
tion, the sharp freeze was beneficial in 
drying out the crop in some moist sections, 
Reports indicate that in the upper Ohio 
Valley some corn and much fodder were 
@amaged by the previously prolonged wet 
weather. in lowa the cold aided hand 
husking, except when the. temperatures . 
were too severé. but the ground froze 
rough, which made machine work difficult. 
In the more northwestern portions of the 
belt husking made good advance. 

There was practically no injury apparent 
from the unusually low temperatures that 
prevailed over the main Winter wheat area 
early in the week, and some sections re- 
ported a light snow cover. Condition of 
the crop is still very g to excellent 
nearly everywhere in interiot districts, al- 
though there was some retardation of 
growth by the cold weather. Wheat is gen- 
erally going into the Winter in fine shape 
and with mostly ample soil moisture. There 
was some light snow cover over the weat- 
ern lake region and part of the North- 
west and Southwest. Light snow in the 
Pacific Northwest was mainly insufficient 
and the soil there continued very dry and 
highly unfavorable for Winter wheat. 
Gereal made only siow growth in the 
Southeast, where seeding is unfinished 
rather generally and planting progressed 
slowly.

‘‘Moreover,’”’ he said, ‘‘if we have 
to protect our workmen and our for- 
ests against this large United States 
organization, then we must organize 
to fight.’ 


' QUEBEC, Nov. —‘Our duty, 
that of Premier Loni and my- 
self, is to see that fair returns are 
obtained for wood grown on the 
Crown lands, and we advised the 
newsprint people that the price of 
$55 per ton was not giving fair re- 
turns,’? Premier Taschereau stated 
today. 

“We advised these people to get 
together and reach an agreement, 
and this what we understand they 
are doing,’’ he added.

Shipments of Products Total 
247,646 Tons, a Sharp Advance 
After 2-Month Slamp.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—After

steel products took a sharp upward 


'turn during October, shipments 
reaching 247,646 tons, an increase of 
25,238 tons, equalling the total of 
June and surpassing that of either 
| August or September, the Depart- 
ment of Commerce reported today. 

Iron and steel imports also showed 
a gain, totaling 62,771 tons, or 1,797 
tons more than in September. 
| The markets of North and Central 
America and the West Indies main- 
| tained their superior position in ex- 
port trade in October, retaining, also, 
| this distinction for the elapsed ten 
months of the vear to date. The 
| second market area was that of the 
Far East, while the third was South 
America, the fourth Europe and the 
fifth Africa. 

Canada, taking 97.091 tons of iron 
and steel in October, was the prin- 
cipal market for American products 
in the month. Scrap was the prin- 
cipal item in the Japanese trade and 
made up 26,636 tons of the total of 
43,100 tons. Other products going to 
this market in large quantities were 
tinplate 8,565 tons, steel bars 1,501 
tons, and black steei sheets, 1,412 
tons. 

The other markets of the month 
were Brazil, to which rail shipments 
were especially important; Cuba, 
whose purchases were diversified; 
Egypt, with scrap making up a large 
[ee ange of its total; the United 

ingdom, steel bars and ‘welded black 

pipe making up a large part of the 

total: Chile, with plain structural 
shapes making up somewhat more 
than one-half her total purchase. 

Chiefly because of unusually large 
shipments of scrap Canada was the 
principal country among those ex- 
ne iron and steel to the United 

tates during October.

SAO PAULO, Nov. 27.—News that 
the State of Sao Paulo received a 
loan of £2,000,000 (nearly $10,000,000) 
was received here from Rio de 
Janeiro today with general relief.

This presents difficulties, ac- 
cording to political authorities, as 
President Washington Luis and the 
president of the State, Julio Prestes | 
are among the backers of the present 
coffee defense plan and deviation

In the meantime conditions through- 
out the country are extremely quiet, 
although the past week has seen no 
large bankruptcies. Dealers in Amer-

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BUYERS OF STEEL 
CONTINUE CAUTIOUS 


Their Hesitant Attitude Is Re- 


flected in Week’s Output, Say 
Trade Reviews. 


Production in the iron and steel 
industries continues to show the ef- 
fects of cautious buying, according 
to the weekly iron and steel trade 
reviews. It is believed that many 
users may be delaying purchases 
pending a better appraisal of the 
stock market decline, but there 
seems to be a general underlying 
confidence in the stability of busi- 
ness conditions and a feeling that 
the stock market losses will be 
bridged within the next sixty days, 
the reports state. 

The Iron Trade Review says in 
part: 

“Sales efforts generally have been 
restricted, in the belief they would 
not be productive and might weaken 
the price situation. In several in- 
stances, reduced prices having 
proved abortive, they have been 
withdrawn. At least several steel 
producers have curtailed production 
more deeply than orders compelled, 
in order to accumulate mild back- 
logs, making possible higher opera- 
tions and another payday before 
Christmas. 


“One blast furnace each at Cleve- 
land and Buffalo has been banked 
and one each at Chicago and Buf- 
falo has been blown out in the past 
week. Steelmaking at Pittsburgh at 
70 per cent and at Chicago at 70 to 
75 per cent is down five points. 
Buffalo operations have been re- 
duced to 70 per cent, while Youngs- 
town mills scarcely average 35 per 
cent. Steel corporation subsidiaries 
at a 70 per cent ingot rate this week 
compare with 72 last week and 82 a 
year ago. 

‘“‘Independent producers at 68 per 
cent this week are off 2 points from 
last week and 6 points from last 
year. The entire industry is averag- 
ing 69 per cent this week, against 
71 a week ago and 83 a year ago. 

“Appraising steel requirements by 
industries, the railroads easily domi- 
nate. Rail mills at Chicago are op- 
erating at 85 per cent higher than 
other finishing departments. Car 
steel specifications will be good well 
into 1930. Ford, Chevrolet, Chrysler 
and Willys-Overland have ordered 
out a little iron and steel, chiefly for 
the production of show cars in De- 
cember. Farm implement and trac- 
tor manufacturers are taking less 
steel, while road building and outdoor 
construction show curtailment. The 
general manufacturing trade is .buy- 
ing cautiously.’’ 

The Iron Age market summary 
says in part: 

“With current market factors dis- 
couraging the placing of new busi- 
ness and adding emphasis to the im- 
portance of cutting down inven- 
tories, it is difficult to get a satisfac- 
tory measure of steel consumption. 
Meanwhile steel producers are keep- 
ing finishing mill schedules in the 
closest possible adjustment with 
bookings, although here and there 
moderate stocks of standard Sizes of 
bars are being accumulated. 

‘“‘Purchases of steel by the automo- 
tive industry for new models have 
not developed in any great volume 
and no marked improvement in ship- 
ments to motor car builders is looked 
for this year. Independent Cleveland 
mills which depend on automobile 
manufacturers for a larger portion 
of their tonnage than producers in 
most other districts have reduced op- 
erations to 35 per cent of ingot 
capacity. 

“Steel fabricating shops also re- 
main active, with new demand for 
structural projects developing in a 
promising manner. Work that came 
out for bids during the week totaled 
65,000 tons, although lettings, at 
22,000 tons, were only half those of 
the previous week.”’

CRITICIZES WAGE TRUCE 





1| Says Labor Loses Because Level of 


Pay |s Too Low-—-Backs Hoover 
in Pushing Building Works. 





President -Hoover’s . tax-reduction 
program and the agreement for a 
wage truce negotiated by him be- 
tween capital and labor were criti- 
cized last night by Norman Thomas, 
Socialist leader, in ‘a speech at the 
opening session of the convention of 
the Jewish Socialist Federation at 
the Irving Plaza, 15 Irving Place. 
Reduction of income taxes is absurd 
as a-method of relieving depression, 
he said, and labor is the loser in the 
agreement not to raise or lower 
wages, because the general wage 
level is now too low. 

Mr. Thomas indicated his approval 
of the President’s plans for pushing 
a program of building operations as 
a step ‘‘along the road the Socialists 
long since’ pointed out.’’ His chief 
criticism. of the Hoover proposals, 
Mr. Thomas said, was their in- 
adequacy. He urged the creation of 
national free employment agencies, 
the setting up of a system of social 
insurance, steps to reduce working 
hours “and lightening of the burden 
of indirect taxes upon consumers’ 
goods in place of income tax reduc- 
tion. Such ‘a well-rounded program, 
he said, is left for the Socialists to 
fight for as in former years. 


Hails Presence of a Policy.. 


“Tt is now clear that unlike some 
of his predecessors, President Hoo- 
ver at least has a policy for deal- 
ing with business depression-and un- 
employment,’’ Mr. Thomas began. 
“This policy includes an agressive 
but. prudent pushing of a construc- 
tive program of building operations, 
a reduction of income taxes, and an 
agreement between the employers 
end the workers in which the for- 
mer promise not to seek to reduce 
wages and the latter not to seek to 
increase them. inally in less 


to favor lower interest rates for the 
farmers, and extension of Federal 
aid to road work in country dis- 
tricts. 

“The first thing to observe is that 


removed from that economic in- 
dividualism which President Hoover 
lauded in his campaign. It is a rec- 
ognition, so far as it goes, of the 
fact upon which we Socialists have 
incessantly pounded, namely, that 
our independent world requires social 
control.”’ 

Pushing of public works in dull 
times has been Socialist policy ‘‘for 
more years than I can remember,” 
Mr. Thomas said. There should be 
some more permanent machinery for 
surveying the situation and _ begin- 
ning to push public works at the 
right moment, he said, but as ma- 
chinery cannot be improvised, the 
President is doing about all he could 
do along that line. 


Calis Tax Pian “Absurd.” 


“The administration’s tax reduc- 
tion program is another matter,’’ he 
continued. ‘“‘At a time when the 
crying need is greater purchasing 
power of the masses, it is absurd to 
seek to relieve depression by lighten- 
ing the by no means heavy tax bur- 
dens of the rich. In a country where 
the richest 10 per cent, according to 
Dr. M. ‘T. Copeland, receive one-third 
of the national income, it would be 
more reasonable to increase income 
and inheritance taxes and to lighten 
the burden of indirect taxes on con- 
sumers’ goods. Income and inheri- 
tance taxes could be used to provide 
funds for public works and relief for 
old age and unemployment.”’ 

In the bargain between employers 
and workers that wage rates should 
not be changed, Mr. Thomas said, 
the workers were, ‘‘as usual, the los- 
ers, for their agreement not to seek 
to raise wages is not sweetened, as 
is the employers’ dose, by any prom- 
ise of tax reduction,’’ and, as ad- 
mitted by Henry Ford by his prom- 
ise of an increase, the general wage 
rate is too low. 

Referring to the exemption of the 
South from the agreement, Mr. 
Thomas said that it was absurd for 
labor leaders to enter upon an organ- 
izing campaign in the South when 
they had promised not to try to raise 
wages even if one industry was ex- 
cepted. Labor leaders do not avert 
bad times by such a sweeping prom- 
ise, he said, and would have done 
more if they had pointed out the in- 


justice of penalizing labor for what 
was due largely to stock market 
gambling. 


The convention will continue today, 
tomorrow and Saturday at the For- 
ward Hall, 175 East Broadway, and 
will close with a dinner Saturday 
night at the Irving Plaza.

‘William 
Force, also refused to give his: pre- 
vious record until. he confers with 
his attorney, Max Goldman. 

The convicts were brought to the 
court house in ‘an automobile under 
an extra heavy convoy of prison 
guards and State troopers. 


PLEADS GUILTY TO FRAUD: 


J. G. Feldman Acts Suddenly as 
Trial for Stock Deals Resume. 


Jacob G. Feldman, 41 years old, 
who for seven years conducted the 
Crown Finance Corporation at 11 
West Forty-second Street, which 
failed in July, 1928, sudder.ly entered 
a guilty plea to grand larceny yes- 
terday at the resumption of his trial 
before Judge Collins and a jury in 
General Sessions.

IN ‘ETHYL GAS’ CLAIM 


Denver Company Asks Royalties 
Due on Product Allegedly Used 
by New York Corporation. 





OMAHA, Neb.,. Nov. 27 (*».—A 
$10,000,000 damage ‘suit was filed in 
District Court here today by the 
General Research. Corporation of 
America of Denver, Col., against. the 
Ethyl Gasoline Corporation of New 
York. Breach of contract regarding 
purchase of tetra ethyl lead, the sub- 
stance mixed with.ordinary gasoline 
“ethyl” .gasoline, was 
charged. 

The damages sought were for 100,- 
900,000 pounds of the lead prepara- 
tion alleged to have been used by. the 
Ethyl Gasoline Corporation .since 
Aug. 1, 1926, and for which, it was 
charged the General Research Cor- 
poration was to receive 10 cents a 
pound. 

The petition alleged the New York 
corporation contracted in ppt nes 4 in 
April, 1926, for the entire output of 
the Denver company, then known as 
the American Research Laboratories, 
Ince. Later, the petition stated, it 
was agreed to cancel the contract 
and let the Ethyl concern manufac- 
ture the tetra ethyl lead with the 
General Research process. 

A royalty of 10 cents a pound was 
to be paid for all material made and 
used, and the Denver company was 
not to manufacture the substance in 
competition. 


An official of the Ethyl Gasoline 
Corporation, at 25 Broadway, yes- 
terday said that he had heard of 
no such action and added that there 
was no merit to the claim. He said 
that the General Research Corpora- 
tion of America had written a letter 
to the Ethyl Gasoline Corporation 
about a year ago presenting a claim, 
not stated in dollars, of breach of 
contract.
